Helena, Montana House Chambers 
January 6, 1975 Capitol Building 


Pursuant to the Constitution of the State of Montana, at the hour of 
12:00 noon, the House of Representatives of the Forty-fourth Legislature 
of the State of Montana, was called to order by the Honorable Frank 
Murray, Secretary of State of the State of Montana, who extended 
greetings to the members on behalf of the State of Montana. 


The Secretary of State then announced the following temporary

Harrison, Associate Justice of the Montana Supreme Court, who adminis- 
tered the following oath: 


“I do solemnly swear that I will support, protect and defend the Con- 
stitution of the United States, and the Constitution of the State of Mon- 
tana, and that I will discharge the duties of my office as representative 
with fidelity. SO HELP ME GOD.”

At this time, 
the Speaker delivered the following address: 


I accept the position of Speaker of the House of Representatives, recog- 
nizing the responsibilities I now have and appreciating the important 
tasks we have before us. The time of this Legislative Assembly has 
arrived. The time to begin is now. 


To some, in this Legislative Assembly, the time is one of fresh promises 
that hopefully will become a reality. 


To some, the time is one of fears brought about because of economic 
quandries and other uncertainties. 


To some, coming into this Assembly, the time is one of anticipating the 
unexpected and an apprehension of what the times have in store. 


To some, the time is one of excitement that a new phase of government 
is being forged. 


To some, the time is to be one to set the world afire; 
While to others, the time is to be one of slow motion. 


But to all of us here, the time is one of responsibility and judgment. 
Our deliberations are to be based on reason and logic and justice. 


Our decisions, while always looking to the horizon afar, must also 
appreciate the wilderness and the forest below. 


And while we enjoy the excitement of debate let us not forget the impli- 
cations of the words we speak, nor should we forget that words alone, 
without a commitment to a philosophy of government, are meaningless. 


And in our debate let us conduct ourselves from a posture of charity, 
not enmity; of good will rather than bitterness. 


Let us be sensitive to Edmund Burke’s words that “Bad laws are the 
worst sort of tyranny” and let us hopefully avoid the pitfalls that such 
a warning brings. 


The time then, is for us to use our energies, our imagination, our 
talents, our passions, for a better Montana. 


The time then is for us to practice politics in its truest and noblest 
meaning: 


1. The people of Montana expect it. 


2. The people of Montana deserve it. 
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3. And we are capable of delivering it. 


Finally, let us hope that when the proceedings of this Legislative 
Assembly have turned yellow with age, they will have recorded that we 
were not only smart for the day; but that we had the wisdom and grace 
for all time.

Driscoll moved that the temporary rules of the House include the House 
rules of the Forty-third Legislature except Chapter 7, subsection 1 should 
be amended to rename the Committee on Finance and Claims, the 
Committee on Appropriations, and that the Committee on Constitutions, 
Elections and Federal Relations be deleted. 


Motion carried. 


Driscoll moved that the Speaker appoint a Committee of five members 
to notify His Excellency, the Governor, that the House is now organized 
and ready to receive any messages he wishes to deliver and also to learn 
the time set for his message. 


Motion carried. 
The Speaker appointed Kendall, Stoltz, Vincent, Ellerd and Kvaalen. 


Driscoll moved that the Speaker appoint a Committee of five members 
to inform the Honorable Senate that the House is now organized and 
ready to do business and that the House wishes them Godspeed. 


Motion carried. 
The speaker appointed Gerke, Quilici, Herlevi, Smith and Wyrick. 


Motion was made by Driscoll to appoint a committee of five to notify 
the Supreme Court that the House is now organized and ready to do busi- 
ness. 


Motion carried. 


The Speaker appointed Huennekens, Brand, Robbins, Mercer and 
Babcock.

After being presented to the members of both Houses by the President 
of the Senate, the Governor delivered his address: 


STATE OF THE STATE MESSAGE 
GOVERNOR THOMAS L. JUDGE 


FORTY-FOURTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
January 8, 1975 


Montana, according to the homesteaders who scratched a desperate 
living off the prairies, was “Next Year Country” - a place where optimism 
somehow compensated for the realities of a difficult existence. 


Last year when I delivered the State of the State Address, the Nation 
was in the middle of a serious energy crisis. At that time I urged the 
Legislature to maintain a $10.8 million contingency reserve as a margin 
of security against the possible adverse economic effects of the fuel short- 
age. There were members of the Legislature who were skeptical of this 
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recommendation and their questions were understandable in consideration 
of the fact that there was an $18 million surplus, farm prices were high, 
the employment situation was favorable, and State tax collections were 
increasing at an unprecedented rate. Optimistic opinion assumed that the 
energy crisis could be endured, inflation could be controlled, and economic 
vitality could be restored. These were false hopes, however, and, as has 
happened so many times in the past, “Next Year” brought more serious 
problems. 


The most apparent manifestations of the energy crisis have temporarily 
disappeared, but the exorbitant price we are forced to pay for oil and other 
energy sources, in combination with other conditions, has insidiously 
weakened the national economy. We are in an economic vise, pressured 
by inflation on one side and recession on the other and every day the 
screw is turning tighter. Economic theory has maintained that it was not 
possible to have a combination of rising prices and declining growth. This 
improbable contradiction has occurred, however, and it has become one 
of the most dangerous threats to the Nation’s economic system since the 
Depression. 


There are no easy answers or quick solutions to this dilemna. 


The accepted methods of countering a recession aggravate inflationary 
conditions. 


The measures that have been applied by the government to control 
inflation have contributed to recession. 


And until carefully considered and positive Federal action provides the 
direction necessary to stabilize the economy, we are caught in the middle 
— trapped between the irresistible force of inflation and the immovable 
object of recession. Or as we say in Montana, “Caught between a rock 
and a hard place.” 


Today, our State is being subjected to some of the most serious economic 
and social problems in its recent history. Prices received by our ranchers 
for their livestock have declined by as much as 50 percent during the year. 
Wheat prices have fallen during the same period. There have been layoffs 
in the lumber and mining industries. And while prices and demand for 
Montana products have declined, production costs have increased 
dramatically. 


At the present time, State tax collections continue to increase, but these 
are paper gains, primarily attributable to inflation. If unemployment 
rates continue to increase in Montana, it is conceivable that the costs of 
government, increased by inflation, will eventually exceed tax collections. 


Anybody who works for wages, operates a business, or maintains a home 
is painfully aware of the fact that income during the past few years 
simply has not kept pace with rising costs. And when an individual or 
family begins to realize the consequences of rising costs on static income, 
hard decisions are made to eliminate non-essential expenditures. State 
government is in this situation. And it is my recommendation to this 
Legislature that we apply this principle of common sense and economic 
realism to our decisions during this session. 


The most difficult and important responsibility of the Governor is to 
evaluate the needs of the State and present to the Legislature a budget 
based on realistic funding priorities. 


A balance must be established in these recommendations between what 
is wanted and what is possible. There are many responsibilities that state 
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government could assume but funding limitations dictate intensive evalu- 
- ation of programs to assure that the people of Montana receive an appro- 
priate return from their tax dollars. 


The budget I am presenting to this Legislature is based on this premise. 


It is committed to dealing effectively with the critical and long ignored 
problems of the State. 


It recognizes revenue limitations and economic conditions in Montana. 


And it is intended to provide effective government programs while at 
the same time reducing the tax obligations of our people. 


This is a “Next Year Budget” — a program to respond to immediate 
needs without jeopardizing the financial position of the state during a 
very difficult and uncertain period. 


There are very many serious problems in Montana, but none are as 
important as those that exist at the State institutions, particularly the 
Boulder River School and Hospital and the Warm Springs State Hospital. 


The fundamental problems at the institutions — low wages, inadequate 
staffing, high turnover, and substandard patient and resident care facili- 
ties — have produced a situation where the state of Montana is merely 
“warehousing” unfortunate people at Boulder and Warm Springs. 


The Montana University System, suffering from under-funding for the 
past several years, is at a crossroads. Either funding levels must be 
increased so that the units of the University System can pay salaries 
which are comparable to other universities in the region, or the citizens 
of Montana must be ready to accept the fact that quality education in 
Montana is a thing of the past. 


Low wages also plague other State government operations. Surveys 
conducted by the Department of Administration, in fulfillment of its 
Legislative mandate to develop a State classification and pay plan, show 
that salaries for many State jobs are far less than for comparable non- 
State positions. 


In other areas, Federal funds for Medicaid and Medicare have not kept 
pace with increasing costs. This necessitates increasing State funds to 
provide Montana’s needy and elderly with medical, hospital, and nursing 
home benefits. 


These four areas: institutions, the university system, public employee 
salaries and social and rehabilitative services will require about 90 per- 
cent of the increase in the General Fund budget. 


The amount of our budget is the result of two conditions: inflation and 
indifference. 


Inflation can be attributed to the disastrous economic policies of the 
Federal government — deficit spending, over reliance on Arab oil, and 
the failure to implement effective national energy policies and conser- 
vation measures. 


Indifference to the institutions dates back 20 years. It is time we met 
our responsibility to those unfortunate people confined in the institutions 
because it is the only morally acceptable course of action. 


I am recommending again this year the retention of a General Fund 
surplus. I believe it is essential to maintain a balance of $10 million as 
insurance against very real possibilities of a severe economic decline. 
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I am also reiterating the commitment I made to the people of Montana 
last year not to raise individual taxes through 1980. And I am proposing 
measures to provide $29.5 million in tax relief. When combined with the 
$93 million in tax relief of 1973 and 1974 this will total $123 million 
returned to Montana taxpayers during this administration. 


This program is no “miracle concoction”. It is, however, a carefully 
considered attempt to balance the realities of today against ‘the possibil- 
ities of tomorrow. 


The program I am proposing to this Legislature, with respect to the 
problems at Montana institutions, is predicated on the basic policy of my 
administration that the State must guarantee that residents and patients 
at our institutions receive the level of care and treatment to which they 
are constitutionally and morally entitled. Nothing less is acceptable. 


In order to implement this policy, the program which is recommended 
in the Executive Budget has been developed to accomplish these Se 
cant goals. 


Decent residential facilities and accredited hospital facilities must be 
available for residents at Boulder River School and Hospital and Warm 
Springs State Hospital. 


To accomplish this goal, I have requested long range building expendi- 
tures in excess of $3 million to renovate residential units at Warm Springs 
and improve general living conditions at both Boulder and Warm Springs. 


High quality care, treatment, training, and rehabilitation programs 
must be provided at Boulder and Warm Springs. 


To accomplish this goal, I am recommending budgets for the two insti- 
tutions that will provide for additional staff and substantial salary 
increases and allocate funds for career training programs and transporta- 
tion for employees. 


The cost of this program will be $25 million. 


Community care facilities for the developmentally disabled and men- 
tally ill must be established. 


To accomplish this goal, I am recommending that $7.5 million be appro- 
priated to fund the Developmental Disabilities Facilities and Services Act 
of 1974. This appropriation when matched with Federal funds will make 
it possible to move approximately 250 to 300 residents from Boulder River 
School and Hospital into community facilities during the biennium. 


The rights and dignity of residents at Boulder River School and Hospital 
and patients at Warm Springs State Hospital must be guaranteed and 
protected. 


And a goal of this administration is legislation to ensure that no citizens 
of this State are denied due process of law by their confinement in an 
institution. 


A significant social problem which must be addressed at this time is 
the proportionately heavy property tax burden borne by Montana’s senior 
citizens. These people worked hard during their productive years in order 
to own their own homes and retain sufficient savings to carry them 
comfortably through their retirement years. Inflation and unrestrained 
growth in property taxes have penalized this segment of our population 
— reducing, for many families, what was planned to be a comfortable 
retirement to a dependency on food stamps. 
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I am proposing legislation which will provide substantial property tax 
relief for the State’s senior citizens and other general property tax relief. 


“The Montana Senior Citizens Tax Relief Act of 1974,” is designed to 
provide direct property tax rebates to Montana citizens who are over 55 
years old and earn less than $7,500 annually. The Act will provide tax 
relief totaling $3.5 million to approximately 30,000 senior citizen families 
in Fiscal Year ‘77. 


I am also proposing that the School Foundation Program be increased 
by approximately six percent each year of the new biennium. This will 
be the second time in the history of the School Foundation Program that 
it has been fully funded at increased schedules. The first time was in 
1973. This should reduce the required amount of funding required to be 
obtained through the voted levy on property by approximately $6 million 
in Fiscal Year “76 and $12 million in Fiscal Year ‘77. 


I am proposing that all Revenue Sharing moneys received by the State 
in Fiscal Year 77 be used to reduce the statewide property levy required 
to fund the State public school permissive deficiency for Fiscal Year ‘77. 
If the Revenue Sharing Act is continued by Congress, and I have every 
reason to believe that it will be, this measure will mean a reduction of 
over $8 million in statewide property taxes in Fiscal Year ‘77. 


Overall, the property tax program I am proposing to you will provide 
relief amounting to nearly $30 million during the next biennium. 


Theodore Roosevelt in a message to Congress in 1907 said it well: 


“To waste and destroy our natural resources, to skin and exhaust the 
land instead of using it so as to increase its usefulness will result in 
undermining, in the days of our children, the very prosperity which we 
ought by right to hand down to them amplified and developed.” 


We live in a finite world with exhaustible resources to sustain a popu- 
lation that is consuming these resources at phenomenal rates. The Federal 
government has yet to recognize and deal with this overwhelming reality. 


Nearly two years after the energy crisis became apparent we still do 
not have an effective conservation policy at the Federal level. 


Until Federal inaction and indecision are replaced by positive and 
definitive policies, I do not believe Montana should be called upon to 
satisfy the insatiable demands of a Nation bent on consuming itself. 


In Montana we have been blessed with an abundance of natural 
resources, and the pressures of development are increasing daily. 


The important question we face today is how can these resources be 
developed with minimum effect on the environment and maximum return 
to Montanans today and in years to come. 


As the chief executive, it is my duty to articulate a policy which 
realistically deals with the problems at hand, yet is responsible to the 
people of both this State and Nation. 


That policy must recognize such critical factors as our quality of life, 
job opportunities for our people, our unique agricultural base, the tax 
burden on our people, and our interdependence with our Nation and the 
world. 


We must maximize the return to Montana citizens from the utilization 
of nonrenewable resources. To accomplish this, I propose that we revise 
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the net proceeds and severance tax on coal, to reflect increases in the 
market value, increase the return for utilization of nonrenewable 
resources on State lands, and broaden our authority to develop resources, 
such as water, which could be marketed at a profit for industrial purposes. 


We must anticipate the inevitable depletion of finite resources and act 
now to strengthen our traditional, renewable-resource-based economy. 


We must adopt a comprehensive and far-sighted approach toward 
renewable resource development if we are going to retain control over the 
way of life we seek to preserve in Montana. 


To assure that objective I propose the creation of a Montana Resource 
Development Fund. I propose that the Fund will be financed by a set- 
aside of 10 percent of the revenue received from existing severance and 
severance-type State taxes on coal. 


The Fund would include bonding authority up to the amount which 
could be financed by tax revenues and returns on loans and investments. 
The program would consist of projects approved by the Governor and the 
Legislature. 


In the first phase, the Fund would be used to put Montana’s water to 
work for Montanans by offering low-interest loans and grants for multi- 
purpose water projects. 


In the second phase, as our experience and available moneys grow, the 
program could be expanded to include projects for improved management 
of our forest resources, preservation of critical areas, the expansion of 
agricultural trade, and vertical integration of renewable resource indus- 
tries. 


I propose an immediate Forest-Work Program to utilize approximately 
$500,000 of State funds to substantially improve our State timber and 
recreational resources, through thinning, slash disposal, and reforestation 
and at the same time provide jobs for workers hard hit by the recession 
in the wood products industry. 


Recently enacted Federal manpower legislation will provide money for 
very similar goals. In addition, there are Federal funds presently commit- 
ted to Montana which we may be able to redirect toward this program 
in the future. This means two additional sources of money may be avail- 
able within a few months to complement the Forest-Work Program and 
allow it to have a more beneficial impact on the unemployed workers of 
the wood products industry in Montana. However, I must emphasize, that 
an immediate State appropriation is necessary to allow the program to 
begin operating during the high unemployment winter months of Janu- 
ary, February, and March. 


I believe a forest inventory program is necessary to determine the capac- 
ity of our forests for multiple uses, including identification and increased 
utilization, of areas where increased or decreased use should be encour- 
aged. 


I recommend the use of General Fund moneys, where necessary, to 
finance reforestation of areas of State lands and thus retain a long-term 
base for our forest products industry. 


Efforts should be made to increase the productivity of State-owned land. 


I support a technical services program to accomplish the feasability 
studies needed to put Montana’s water to use. 
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Tax incentives should be considered for land improved by the installa- 
tion of irrigation equipment. 


We must ensure that coal development does not place an overwhelming 
burden on local areas. Additional funding methods must be made avail- 
able to impact areas so that local governments can cope with the increased 
demands for governmental services. 


We must strengthen State policy related to construction of coal conver- 
sion facilities. 


We must establish siting criteria that satisfy public interest and provide 
adequate lead times and training programs geared to Montana employ- 
ment requirements. 


We must also ensure that Montana’s need for energy will be met within 
the coming decades. To assure this objective, I propose cooperative agree- 
ments or State participation, relating to projects to provide adequate sup- 
plies of our most scarce energy commodity — natural gas — through syn- 
thetic production if necessary. 


There must also be increased emphasis on exploration for additional 
natural gas and oil resources that may exist in the State and reservation 
of at least a portion of these resources or production capabilities to meet 
the future needs of Montana. 


Land use planning to protect agricultural land is essential to maintain 
the productivity of our most important industry. 


Certain large scale or intense developments, regardless of where locat- 
ed, have social, economic and environmental impact of such magnitude 
that they supersede local capabilities. We need a system to identify these 
areas and developments and to facilitate local planning and regulation. 


A process of goal formulation must be established so that Montana will 
develop according to the desires of Montanans, not the Federal govern- 
ment, energy companies, or California developers. 


What I have just outlined is a program to help us meet the challenges 
of coal and other resource development, to provide jobs and tax revenues 
for our people, to build an economy securely based on the traditional forms 
of production and development which have historically characterized 
Montana, and to increase the strength of our family farms and renewable- 
resource-based industries. 


The Commission on Post Secondary Education provided many Montana 
citizens with an opportunity to inventory the correct level of postsecondary 
educational services in the State. The consensus of the majority was that 
Montana has much to lose if the financial erosion of educational services 
is allowed to continue. 


Higher education in our State is losing ground in comparison with other 
states. We believe that our budget recommendation to increase funds for 
the University System by $21 million will reverse these disturbing trends 
and provide a major step toward restoring public pride in our University 

ystem. 


Last November 5, the people of Montana elected local government study 
commissions in each of the State’s municipalities and counties. They are 
charged with thoroughly reviewing the structure, powers, and services of 
their local government and presenting recommendations to the voters in 
1976.

The Montana voter review of local government is a unique phenomenon. 
Never before has such a review been attempted on such a scale. The poten- 
tial for educating the people of Montana about their local governments 
and the potential for constructive improvements in all aspects of local 
government are tremendous. 


To carry out this constitutional and legislative mandate these commis- 
sions will require funding from the State. In the State of the State 
Address in 1974 I said the Decade of the 70’s would be the Decade of 
Local Government. I am therefore supporting legislation to change the 
name of the Department of Intergovernmental Relations to the Depart- 
ment of Community Affairs, and provide greater support and better co- 
ordination of programs to assist Montana’s municipalities and counties. 


One of the increasing costs of State government has been the compila- 
tion of environmental impact statements under the Montana Environ- 
mental Policy Act. A study compiled by my office indicates that the 
magnitude of the environmental impact statements being compiled 
requires that a fundamental decision be made as’to who should pay for 
the costs of impact statements. I support legislation which would permit 
State agencies to adopt rules imposing fees which could not exceed two 
percent of the cost of any proposed project to offset the costs of preparing 
environmental impact statements. 


The record of this administration and the 43rd Legislative Assembly 
in exposing the abuses that existed in the State’s Workmen’s Compen- 
sation Division and recommending improvements is positive and beyond 
question. 


On January 2, 1973, the second day I occupied this office, I recom- 
mended legislation (HB 294) to reorganize the Division and establish an 
independent appeals board, which would have eliminated the conflict of 
interest between an administrator responsible on one hand for reviewing 
and adjudicating workers’ claims and also for operating the State insur- 
ance program which paid these claims. 


The bill was held over, yet the controversy that surrounded the bill led 
me to replace the administrator in March of 1973 and to request an execu- 
tive and legislative post audit, which exposed abuse of the system and 
injured workers in Montana. 


In 1974 the Legislature approved and I signed legislation granting the 
Attorney General the power to prosecute those charged with crimes and 
an appropriation of $183,000 to conduct the investigations. 


Administrative changes have eliminated the possibility of future abuse; 
however, I believe today as I did two years ago in the need for statutory 
reform. 


I, therefore, endorse the recommendations of the Select Committee on 
Workmen’s Compensation established by the 1974 Legislature. 


These recommendations are: 


1. To authorize the Division to regulate attorneys’ fees in workmen’s 
compensation cases. 


2. To require the Division to directly notify claimants of any award or 
settlement concerning claims. 


3. That a workmen compensation judge be appointed to eliminate the 
conflict of interest and to guarantee that the rights of all workers will 
be protected. 
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4. That the Division utilize experience ratings and maintain actuarially 
sound reserves. 


5. The creation of an uninsured employee’s fund for injured workmen. 


Furthermore, this administration will continue to support any reason- 
able measures to complete the investigation and prosecution so that we 
can restore public confidence and trust in this important agency of State 
government. 


One of the serious problems facing Montana today is high interest rates 
and the lack of mortgage capital for the construction or purchase of indi- 
vidual homes and apartments. This problem is especially evident among 
our low and moderate income citizens. And it is the primary reason the 
wood products industry has experienced a radical decline. 


I am supporting legislation which will establish a housing finance. pro- 
gram at the State level to provide below market interest rate funds to 
increase the construction of housing for Montana’s low and moderate 
income citizens where the public necessity requires such assistance. 


The program would be funded by the issuance of revenue bonds, the 
principal and interest of which would be paid by funds from housing 
projects aided by loans made under the program. In addition, this program 
will provide hundreds of new jobs for Montanans. 


I support the endeavors to achieve equal opportunities for women, pro- 
tection of minority groups, and securing the fundamental rights of all our 
citizens. 


During the past four years Montana State government has changed 
more than in the previous 50 years. A new Constitution and executive 
reorganization were proposed in 1920 by Governor Joseph Dixon but it 
took 50 years to implement those programs. 


The executive, legislative and judicial branches of government have 
been strengthened and modernized. Fiscal management of State govern- 
ment has vastly improved. Highly trained professionals have been hired 
to run important agencies. New programs have been created to solve new 
problems. Government has been opened to the public and the press. The 
people have an opportunity to participate in the decision-making process, 
and government has become more responsive and accountable. 


While I have strongly supported these changes and reforms, I believe 
the time has come to concentrate our efforts on improving the delivery 
of services within the structure of government as it now exists. 


After taking government to the people in 24 public forums, I can tell 
you that the people of Montana are interested in their government, but 
they are confused by the numerious programs at the federal, state and 
local level. They question whether government will really make their lives 
better. 


This is a legitimate and pervasive concern common to thousands of 
people who are coming to believe that they are under-represented and 
over-regulated. And you cannot fault people for this feeling when you 
consider the accumulation of old problems that have not been solved and 
new troubles that were never anticipated. 


Nowhere is the concern of Montanans more apparent than in the 
fundamental issue of governmental integrity. In 1974, I submitted to the 
Legislature proposals for revision of laws relating to political campaigns. 
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At present, political campaigns are governed by laws enacted by popular 
initiative in 1912. Those laws are archaic, confusing, and obsolete. They 
must be modernized. 


Adequate mechanisms must be provided for investigation of alleged 
campaign violations during, and after, elections. Provisions for financial 
reporting need drastic overhauling. 


In Montana, we have established a precedent of effective and respon- 
sible government, and this gives me confidence that we can do something 
about the problems and concerns of the people we represent. 


Montanans see inadequacies and they want them corrected. 
They see people suffering and they want them helped. 


They see the beauty of their State threatened and they want it pro- 
tected. 


They see resources squandered and they want them saved. 
They see injustice and they want it eliminated. 
And they see economic decline and they want it reversed. 


People do not expect miracles and they are resigned through past 
experiences to the possibility of hard times. But like the homesteaders 
waiting for next year, they believe things will improve. I believe that 
government can be the instrument of this change.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 
GOVERNOR’S BUDGET MESSAGE 
MEMBERS OF THE FORTY-FOURTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


Years ago someone hung the term “the Dismal Science” on the field 
of economics. It is a term you hear more and more frequently these days, 
not without good reason. We — you, me, all Montanans, indeed all 
Americans — are presently experiencing the most pronounced economic 
crunch most of us have ever experienced. An ominous air of uncertainty 
hangs over the entire economic scene in America today. The experimental 
economics which has become a way of life at the federal level over the 
past several years has led to the potentially disastrous combination of 
inflation and recession that we are now experiencing. 


Viewed from the standpoint of the public administrator, inflation causes 
an increase in the need for human services, as does the increased unem- 
ployment which results from recession. Further, although inflation leads 
to higher tax collections, at least temporarily, unemployment leads to a 
decrease in tax collections. Therefore, depending on the inflation - reces- 
sion mix, beyond a certain point we could very well be faced with a situa- 
tion of declining tax collections and increasing human service require- 
ments. That’s dismal. 


I am optimistic that we will not reach that point during the next two 
years. However, I do not foresee a miraculous turn around in the present 
economic facts of life. I think it is clear to everyone that we are entering 
a period during which our resources will be strained to meet our service 
requirements. But we must not allow the uncertainty of the circumstances 
to prevent us from exerting the leadership we must to resolve the prob- 
lems we face. My contribution to get this effort underway is the Executive 
Budget you have before you. 


In the pages that follow, you will find detailed descriptions of my budget 
recommendations for the 1975-77 Biennium. For the most part, these 
recommendations relate to the continuation of existing programs. How- 
ever, I have also included recommendations for several new programs and 
for significant expansions of existing programs in an effort to meet what 
I consider to be the truly high priority needs of the citizens of Montana. 


The total operational budget is $1.36 billion, representing an 18 percent 
increase over the $1.15 billion budget approved by the Forty-Third Legis- 
lature. The General Fund portion of the budget amounts to $371 million, 
up from $251 million in the current biennium. Increases in budgets in 
three areas — Institutions, Post-Secondary Education, and Social and 
Rehabilitation Services — account for $105 million from the General 
Fund. Inflation alone during the current funding period has cost state 
government $3-4 million. 


The total Long-Range Building Program budget is $41 million. In this 
budget I am recommending a cash building program of $18 million, of 
which less than $800,000 will come from the General Fund, and a bond 
funded building program amounting to $23 million. 


The budget I have recommended will not require a tax increase, nor 
will it create continuing expenditure obligations which will lead to a tax 
increase in the 1977-79 Biennium. In fact, it is with considerable pleasure 
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that I am able to inform you that the allocation of state financial 
resources I am recommending in this budget provides $29.5 million in 
funding from state sources that otherwise would have had to be raised 
through local and statewide property taxes over the next two years. This, 
combined with $45 million in property tax relief and $48 million in income 
tax relief resulting from legislation sponsored or endorsed by my adminis- 
tration in the Forty-third Legislature, brings to $123 million the amount 
of direct property and income tax relief realized by the taxpayers of Mon- 
tana thus far during my administration. 


INSTITUTIONS 


In the State of the State Message, I emphasized that we must provide 
a decent level of care and treatment for citizens who must reside in our 
institutions, particularly Boulder River School and Hospital and Warm 
Springs State Hospital. In an effort to respond to the needs of these citi- 
zens and the institutions in which they must reside, I am recommending 
broadly expanded and upgraded programs at Boulder and Warm Springs. 
In particular, I am recommending salary increases ranging from approxi- 
mately 10 percent for professional staff to 35 percent for the lowest paid 
direct care and support personnel. These salary increase recommenda- 
tions, which apply to all personnel at all of the custodial and care insti- 
tutions, are long overdue. We cannot possibly hope to adequately staff 
our institutions with high caliber personnel unless we are willing to offer 
salaries which will adequately compensate personnel for the difficult and 
frequently unpleasant work which must be done at these institutions. I 
am also recommending that 252 full-time equivalent staff positions be 
added at Boulder River School and Hospital. This would bring Montana 
into compliance with staffing standards set by the Joint Commission on 
Accreditation of Hospitals, as well as with standards set down in the 
recent Federal Court decision in the Partlow decree in the Wyatt v. 
Stickney case in Alabama. In addition, I am recommending an increase 
of 362 full-time equivalent staff positions at Warm Springs State Hospi- 
tal. I have included in my recommendations a transportation program 
which would provide bus transportation to Boulder, Warm Springs, and 
Galen from the urban areas which provide the labor pool for these insti- 
tutions. Finally, I am recommending that care and treatment programs 
and training and rehabilitation programs at Boulder River School and 
Hospital and Warm Springs State Hospital be significantly upgraded and 
expanded. The total cost of implementation of these recommendations at 
Boulder and Warm Springs is approximately $25 million for the biennium. 


DEVELOPMENTALLY DISABLED 


Closely related to the provision of care and treatment programs for resi- 
dents at Boulder River School and Hospital is the provision of care, treat- 
ment, training and recreational programs for developmentally disabled 
citizens in general. Many such persons either presently reside in commun- 
ities, or reside at Boulder but could function in communities if services 
were available at the community level. I am recommending that $7.5 mil- 
lion be appropriated to fund the Developmental Disabilities Facilities and 
Services Act of 1974 and thereby assist communities in efforts to develop 
and provide services for the developmentally disabled. Implementation of 
this recommendation should make possible the transfer of 200 to 250 resi- 
dents from Boulder River School and Hospital to community facilities. 


PROPERTY TAX RELIEF AND REFORM 


Foundation Program: I recommend that foundation program schedule 
rates be increased by an average of six percent each year of the new bien- 
nium and that the program be fully funded. In addition to helping to offset 
a substantial portion of the impact of inflation on our public schools, these 
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increases should reduce the amount of funding required to be obtained 
from voted property tax levies by $6 million in Fiscal Year 1976 and $12 
million in Fiscal Year 1977. This will be the second successive biennium 
and the second time in recent history that the foundation program has 
been fully funded at increased schedule rates. 


State Permissive Levy: I am recommending that all Revenue Sharing 
funds received by the state in Fiscal Year 1977 be used to reduce the 
statewide property levy required to fund the state public school permissive 
deficiency for Fiscal Year 1977. If the Revenue Sharing Act is continued 
by Congress, and all indications are that it will be, this proposal will mean 
a reduction of over $8 million in statewide property taxes in Fiscal Year 
1977. 


Residential Tax Reform: I am recommending that $3.5 million be appro- 
priated to fund “circuit breaker” type legislation which will provide direct 
property tax rebates to Montana citizens who are over 55 years old and 
earn less than $7,500 annually. The tax reform act I will present to the 
Legislature will apply to both home owners and renters and will affect 
approximately 30,000 senior citizen families in Fiscal Year 1977. 


STRENGTHENING LOCAL GOVERNMENT 


I urge the Assembly to give careful consideration to my recommendation 
that $656,000 be appropriated to fund the local government study commis- 
sions which were created by the Forty-third Legislature in response to 
the constitutional mandate for local reviews of existing local govern- 
mental structures. These funds are essential if the local study commis- 
sions are to perform the comprehensive reviews they must in order to 
adequately satisfy the mandate set out by the Constitution. Also, I 
recommend that the present State Commission on Local Government be 
continued through the next biennium and that a General Fund appropria- 
tion of $468,000 be appropriated to finance a continuation of the vital 
research and planning effort that Commission is currently conducting. 


STATEWIDE CLASSIFICATION AND PAY PLAN 


The study of state employee wage levels mandated by the 1973 Session 
of the Forty-third Legislature clearly shows that in many categories of 
employment, state employees are considerably underpaid in comparison 
to their counterparts in non-state jobs. The study further shows that great 
salary variations exist for comparable jobs located in different state agen- 
cies. In response to the legislative mandate to establish a uniform job clas- 
sification system for state employees, the Department of Administration 
has developed a comprehensive classification system and, in addition, has 
conducted wage and salary surveys to establish a base for salary level 
recommendations. All members of this Assembly have by now received 
copies of the report submitted to me by the Department of Administration 
containing the wage and salary plan recommended by that Department. 
I have adopted, essentially, the salary level recommendations of the 
Department of Administration, with the primary modifications being 
those which were necessary to insure that salary levels for institutional 
employees remain consistent with those I have endorsed publicly in the 
past few months. I am recommending that the wage levels shown in the 
Department of Administration report, adjusted as I have just mentioned, 
be made effective retroactive to January 1, 1975. In addition, I am recom- 
mending that these levels be increased by 5% on July 1, 1975 for Fiscal 
Year 1976 and that another increase of 4.1% be provided on July 1, 1976 
for Fiscal Year 1977. Finally, I recommend that each employee who has 
performed his job in a satisfactory manner receive a step increase on July 
1, 1975 and another on July 1 of 1976. 
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These recommendations are built into the individual agency budgets 
you have before you. Compared to what it would cost to simply retain 
the existing salary structure and give each employee a nine percent 
increase each year of the new biennium, my recommendation would cost 
the General Fund an additional $2.9 million in Fiscal Year 1975, $3.5 
million in Fiscal Year 1976, and $3.3 million in Fiscal Year 1977. 


HIGHER EDUCATION 


Instructional Units: To fail once again to properly fund the instructional 
units of our University System will be tantamount to admitting that qual- 
ity higher education is not a high priority state responsibility. Faculty 
salaries in Montana substantially lag salaries paid by other 
intermountain area colleges and universities. We are very much in danger 
of losing many of our finer faculty members as they find that, in the face 
of the exorbitant inflation rate, they can no longer justify declining higher 
salary offers elsewhere in the region. Therefore, I have recommended a 
University System budget which incorporates salary increases of the same 
magnitude as the increases I have recommended for state employees who 
are classified under the State Classification System. This recommendation 
will pull Montana faculty averages up to within a reasonable proximity 
of intermountain averages. Because of the nature of the formula funding 
technique adopted by the Board of Regents for this biennium, the recom- 
mended salary increases will lead to an increased General Fund require- 
ment of $21 million for the new biennium. 


Bureau of Mines: Montana is among the wealthier states, mineral-wise, 
in the nation. In the State of the State Message, I stressed the need for 
orderly development of Montana’s mineral resources. Orderly development 
presupposes a thorough advance knowledge of our mineral potential and 
the problems associated with development of that potential. With ade- 
quate funding, the Montana Bureau of Mines can assemble the informa- 
tion base required for the development of a comprehensive plan for orderly 
development of our mineral resources. I strongly recommend that this 
Assembly appropriate the $1.8 million I have included in the budget for 
the operation of the Bureau of Mines. This investment now will repay 
itself many times in the future. 


Educational Television: The Forty-third Legislature provided for the 
creation of a state owned and operated educational television network to 
provide educational, cultural, historical and current affairs programming 
for all citizens of the state. I am recommending that $2 million be appro- 
paved for operation of this extremely worthwhile program in the next 

iennium. 


Library Commission: Federal funds for several critical programs carried 
out by the Library Commission are likely to be severely reduced or elimi- 
nated entirely in the next biennium. In order to avoid an interruption 
of the excellent services provided by these programs, I am recommending 
a General Fund contingency appropriation of $1 million for the Library 
Commission for 1975-77. Under the contingency appropriation, federal 
funds received by the Library Commission during the biennium will be 
used to replace funds appropriated from the General Fund. 


Student Assistance Programs: The Forty-third Legislature enacted 
legislation providing for a state subsidized work study program to assist 
students financially while they attend one of the state higher educational 
units. I think it is important for the state to do what it can to guarantee 
educational opportunity to all citizens, irrespective of their financial 
resources. I have thus recommended that $1 million be appropriated to 
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implement our work study law, thereby providing financial assistance on 
a work study basis for students who must overcome prohibitive financial 
barriers if they are to attend college. 


I have also recommended an appropriation of $950,000 so that Montana 
can expand its participation in the WAMI cooperative medical school pro- 
gram. The expanded program will allow 20 students per year to spend 
the first year of medical school in a specially designed program at Mon- 
tana State University, and then go on to the University of Washington 
for the remainder of their medical education. 


HOUSING AUTHORITY 


Among the serious problems facing Montanans today are high interest 
rates and the lack of mortgage capital for single family dwellings and 
apartments. These problems are especially serious for our low and mod- 
erate income citizens. 


I am supporting legislation which will establish a housing finance pro- 
gram at the state level to provide funds at below market interest rates 
to encourage the construction of housing by and for Montana’s low and 
moderate income citizens. The program would be funded by the issuance 
of revenue bonds, the principal and interest of which would be paid by 
revenues from housing projects aided by loans made under the program. 


For the implementation of this program I have recommended the appro- 
priation of $181,000 for the biennium. 


LONG-RANGE BUILDING PROGRAM 


While I had originally hoped that the Long-Range Building Program 
could be kept on a cash basis for the next biennium, it has become increas- 
ingly clear that demand for General Fund revenue to fund high priority 
service programs precludes the possibility of cash funding the entire pro- 
gram of facilities construction that I consider to be essential at this time. 
Therefore, I am recommending a two part $41 million building program, 
$18 million of which is funded with current revenue, with the $23 million 
to come from the sale of 10 and 20 year bonds. 


There are many good reasons for embarking on this extensive building 
program during the coming biennium: the buildings are essential to effi- 
cient operation of and provision of services by State government, and 
sooner or later they will have to be constructed; building costs are increas- 
ing daily because of inflation; the construction program will employ many 
Montanans, and at this time of high unemployment, any project which 
is worthwhile and which will provide jobs for Montanans will be to the 
benefit of all the citizens of the State. 


During the past several years, demands for state services have 
outstripped the ability of existing programs to provide these services. The 
cumulative impact of factors creating the increased demand, such as infla- 
tion, the general recession in the housing construction industry, the long 
overdue maturation of attitudes about care and treatment of the 
developmentally disabled and mentally ill, and the energy crisis could not 
have been accurately anticipated two years ago, although I think we all 
were aware that the impact would be substantial. During the period since 
the present biennium got underway my administration has made careful 
assessments of those major factors and other human service needs. 


The budget I am presenting to you today contains my recommendations 
regarding the funding of programs I consider to be essential to the general 
well-being and long and short-range benefit of the citizens of the State 
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of Montana. The budget takes into account existing deficiencies in service 
provision, and anticipates new service requirements which will arise in 
the next several years. 


You will note from the General Fund Budget Summary in Section 2 
that I am recommending an ending General Fund balance of $10 million 
for the next biennium. Although this may appear to be a large balance, 
it must be kept in mind that it is based on anticipated revenue collections, 
which in turn are based on certain assumptions about the condition of 
the economy of the state during the next 30 months. With the nation’s 
experts differing widely about the potential state of the economy in the 
coming months, I think it is both reasonable and essential that we main- 
tain a $10 million balance. This represents only three percent of the total 
General Fund appropriation I have recommended for the biennium. That 
does not leave an excessive margin for error in these uncertain times. 


The Governor has a responsibility under law to present his priorities 
and recommendations for funding programs for the provision of services. 
In fulfilling this responsibility, much time and effort has been devoted 
to the formulation of this budget. But in the final analysis, it is the 
responsibility of the Legislature, not the Executive, to determine the level 
of funding. 


There will be proposals requiring funding which will originate with the 
Legislature. Further, this Assembly will make changes in the various 
budgets we have submitted. However, I urge the Legislature not to exceed 
the level we have recommended. To do so would require a tax increase 
which the people of Montana should not have to bear during these times 
when they are having a difficult time making ends meet. 


Finally, in your deliberations concerning the budget I invite you to call 
upon the Office of Budget and Program Planning and other members of 
my staff at any time for additional information and assistance.

Dear President McOmber and Speaker McKittrick: 


In 1971 the Montana Legislature enacted the Professional Negotiations 
Act (Title 75, Chapter 61, R.C.M. 1947) in an effort to provide a well- 
defined collective bargaining procedure for teachers and school boards. 
Experience in the last four years has exposed severe weaknesses in the 
act which have frustrated negotiations at the bargaining table and 
disrupted education in school districts throughout the State. 


The current law has an inadequate impasse procedure. While impasse 
panels have been appointed, neither the bargaining unit nor the school 
board is obligated to consider the recommendations of the panel. In recent 
years some impasse panel recommendations have been flatly ignored. 


The Professional Negotiations Act is inadequate in the definitions and 
procedures regarding unfair labor practices. There is no remedy for 
alleged unfair labor practices short of district court action. 


The law is unclear on who may be included in Boree ite units. The 
definition of what items are negotiable is unclear. 


By Supreme Court decision (Vol. 31, Montana Reporter, p. 678) school 
boards may issue individual teacher contracts before a negotiated settle- 
ment has been reached, thus limiting the power of teachers to negotiate 
through their lawfully recognized bargaining agent. 


The deficiencies of the law were recognized by the 43rd Legislative 
Assembly, which authorized the appointment of an interim committee on 
teacher-school board negotiations. That panel met during the interim, but 
He recommendations do not address the major problems in the current 
aw. 


The passage of legislation which clearly defines collective bargaining 
rights and delineates orderly procedures to resolve disputes will benefit 
both sides of the bargaining table. I urge the Legislature to correct the 
deficiencies in the current law and provide Montana’s teachers with the 
rights of collective bargaining, which are currently guaranteed to all other 
public employees. |

Dear President McOmber and Speaker McKittrick: 


In 1974, the Legislature considered numerous proposals for election 
reform in the State of Montana. Among those proposals was a bill which 
was drafted by my staff and introduced by Senator Miles Romney. That 
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bill and all of the other major proposals for election reform were not 
enacted by the 1974 Legislature. 


At the end of the 1974 Session, I renewed my efforts to see meaningful 
campaign reform legislation enacted in Montana. I created an Ad Hoc 
Committee on Election Reform and asked them to prepare legislation for 
consideration by the 1975 Legislature. In creating this Committee, I asked 
all of those people who were involved in lobbying for or against campaign 
reform legislation in the 1974 Session to serve on the Committee. The 
Committee was comprised of representatives from the County Attorneys’ 
Association, the County Clerks and Recorders Association, Montana 
Common Cause, the Democratic and Republican Parties, the AFL-CIO, 
the League of Women Voters, the Montana Chamber of Commerce, the 
Secretary of State’s Office, the Office of Legislative Council, Representa- 
tive Bob Marks and Senator Mike Greely. The Committee conducted a 
thorough examination of the current Corrupt Practices Act and finally 
recommended six majority and four minority proposals for introduction 
in the 1975 Session of the Legislature. I unequivocally endorse the major- 
ity proposals of the Ad Hoc Committee on Election Reform. However, 
before I discuss the majority proposals, I believe that it is necessary to 
briefly outline why election reform is needed in Montana. 


The current Corrupt Practices Act is outdated, unintelligible and utterly 
confusing. A close examination of the current Corrupt Practices Act indi- 
cates that if applied literally, there is virtually no person who has ever 
participated either directly or indirectly in the political process who 
cannot be accused of violating the provisions of the law. 


For example, the current Corrupt Practices Act requires every person, 
other than a candidate, who spends more than $50 to aid in the election 
or defeat of a candidate to file a statement listing the contributions made 
with the Secretary of State’s Office. I can assure you that if you will check 
with the Secretary of State’s Office, you will find that only a handful 
of people have ever complied with the provisions of this law. - 


Another provision of the Corrupt Practices Act makes it a crime for 
a candidate to provide “any meat, drink, or other entertainment or provi- 
sion, clothing, liquors, cigars, or tobacco, to or for any person for the pur- 
pose of or with the intent or hope to influence that person or any other 
person, to give or refrain from giving his vote” in an election. This section 
of the law goes on to specify that it is also a crime for an elector to receive 
such meat, drink, liquor or entertainment. If applied literally, this provi- 
sion of the law would preclude any candidate from conducting a coffee 
hour, picnic, dinner, or entertainment function for the purpose of meeting 
voters or gathering support. 


Another provision of the law makes it a crime to give “any money or 
valuable thing to any elector”. This provision has been construed by the 
Montana Supreme Court to include folders containing needles, thread and 
pencils. 


The disclosure and reporting requirements of the Corrupt Practices Act 
are also very ambiguous. 


These and other provisions of the law are just a few reasons why I am 
convinced that meaningful election reform must be enacted by the 44th 
Legislature. I urge the Legislature to pass the majority recommendations 
of the Ad Hoc Committee on Election Reform. 


The major provisions of the majority recommendations that will be 
presented to you can be described as follows: 
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The most essential element of campaign reform that you will consider 
is a proposal to establish a politically independent enforcement officer. 
This legislation will establish the Office of the Commissioner of Campaign 
Finances and Practices in the Secretary of State’s Office. The Commis- 
sioner would be selected by the majority and minority of both houses of 
the Legislature. However, if these four individuals could not agree on the 
selection of a commissioner, the Montana Supreme Court would then 
appoint a fifth public member to cast the tie-breaking vote. 


Once appointed, the Commissioner could only be removed from office 
by impeachment. However, the person selected to serve as Commissioner 
of Campaign Finances and Practices would only be permitted to serve one 
five year term and that person would not be permitted to run for any 
public office in the State of Montana for a period of five years after his 
or her term expired. 


The Commissioner would be responsible for investigating all alleged 
violations of Montana’s campaign laws. Once the investigation was com- 
pleted, the information would be turned over to the appropriate county 
attorney and the county attorney would then have thirty days to decide 
whether or not a prosecution was justified. If a county attorney chose not 
to undertake the prosecution, the information would then be returned to 
the Commissioner and he or she would be authorized to undertake a prose- 
cution. 


I must emphasize, however, that in creating the position of Commis- 
sioner of Campaign Finances and Practices, it is essential that the 
Commissioner be granted the authority to provide assistance to candidates 
for public office. We cannot hope to have total compliance with the law 
unless all candidates for public office can go to the Commissioner and 
receive speedy answers to questions involving campaign practices and 
reporting requirements. The majority recommendation of the Ad Hoc 
Committee on Election Reform gives the Commissioner the authority to 
establish uniform accounting systems for candidates and to provide other 
services to those who must comply with the provisions of the law. 


The second majority recommendation of the Ad Hoc Committee on Elec- 
tion Reform would impose a limitation on the amount that any individual 
or group of individuals can contribute to a particular candidate in any 
election. This legislation is being presented to you in recognition of the 
fact that no person or group of persons should be permitted to buy an 
election for a candidate. 


The third majority recommendation of the Ad Hoc Committee on Elec- 
tion Reform would revise the current political criminal libel or disclaimer 
requirements of Montana’s election laws. Basically, this legislation would 
require that the name of the person paying for political advertisements 
or materials to be printed on campaign material. 


Two of the majority proposals of the Ad Hoc Committee on Election 
Reform will deal directly with the involvement of public employees in the 
political process. I am firmly convinced that Montana’s new Constitution 
requires that the existing provisions of the law must be changed. Public 
employees should be protected at all costs against coercion to participate 
in political campaigns. But, at the same time, the right of public 
employees to support the candidates of their choice should be guaranteed 
so long as their activities do not occur during working hours. 


The final majority recommendation of the Ad Hoc Committee would 
revise the current provisions of state law prohibiting corporations from 
contributing to political campaigns. The majority recommendation of the 
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Committee would expand the prohibition against corporate contributions 
to include ballot issues. At the same time, however, the proposed revision 
would delete the prohibition which now prevents the majority share- 
holders in a corporation from contributing to political campaigns. 


I hope that you will carefully study and evaluate all of the majority 
recommendations for election reform submitted by the Ad Hoc Committee 
on Election Reform. Senator Mike Greely, who was a member of the Ad 
Hoc Committee, will be sponsoring all but one of the majority recom- 
mendations of that Committee. Senator Miles Romney will be sponsoring 
the majority recommendation dealing with corporate contributions. If you 
have questions about any of the majority recommendations, Senator 
Greely, Senator Romney, or members of my staff will be glad to meet 
with you. I can only emphasize that we cannot afford to wait until 1977 
to achieve meaningful election reform in Montana. The confidence of the 
people in the political process can only be maintained if we are willing 
to enact strong and enforceable laws to regulate the campaign process.

SPECIAL ORDERS OF THE DAY

entered to notify the House that the Senate was ready to convene in Joint 
Session. 


Members of the Senate were admitted to the House. 


The Legislature being in Joint Session, Senate President Gordon 
McOmber occupying the Chair for the Joint Session, appointed the follow- 
ing committee to notify the Supreme Court that the Senate and House 
of Representatives had convened in Joint Session and were ready to hear 
the message of the Chief Justice: Towe and Huennekens. 


The Supreme Court Justices were escorted to the rostrum. 


After being presented to the assembly by the President of the Senate, 
Chief Justice Harrison delivered his address: 


THE STATE OF THE JUDICIARY

Your Supreme Court is highly pleased to have this opportunity to make 
a report on the state of the judiciary to this 44th Legislative Assembly. 
Throughout our nation the highest court has been invited to make such 
a report and this is the first in Montana. We are hopeful that what we 
have to say will be accepted in the spirit in which it is said, that of being 
of aid to you in determining what is best for the judicial branch of 
government during the coming biennium. 


Since many of you are new to the legislative process and also too young 
to remember the course of the judiciary over the last couple of decades 
I want to give a brief resume. 


When Justice Castles and myself came on this Court 18 years ago it 
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exemplified an old saying that justice delayed was justice denied. The first 
calendar of cases we heard in 1957 included cases tried before district 
courts in 1948, nearly a ten year lag between trial, appeal and a hearing 
upon that appeal. Litigants and their lawyers were crying for action. I 
recall I received many letters advising that if the appeal was not heard 
soon the client would be deceased, and in a few cases that did happen. 


The Court at that time had two employees who assisted the justices 
in research and opinion writing and one of our first efforts toward clearing 
away the backlog was to request of the legislature the funds to hire five 
law clerks. These funds were granted, the law clerks were hired, and ever 
since then we have had them. We dispensed with the court marshall, 
assigning that job to one of the law clerks, a practice still followed. We 
went to work on that backlog, devoting long hours in an effort to get. it 
cleared away. We set up regular calendars of hearings, hearings had 
previously been two appeals a day but soon we went to three cases a day. 
It had been customary to wait until the cases then heard had the opinions 
written before a new calendar was set, but we changed that practice. It 
was in April of 1960 that we set every case then ready for argument on 
that April Calendar, thus it had taken three years and four months to 
bring the Court to a current status. Now, nearly 15 years later, it is still 
current, and our monthly calendars still contain every case that is ready 
for argument. 


But our calendars increase in number of cases. For a long period of 
years we set 15 cases a calendar, 3 a day for one week, and this seemed 
to fit the picture at that time. But we have had to increase our load of 
hearings, we first went to 4 a day for 5 days, or 20 cases a calendar. Of 
late we have had to increase the length of the calendar, for example our 
present January calendar. We commenced with 4 cases a day on January 
9th and have had several original proceedings also to take care of. We 
are still in that calendar and will finish, hopefully, on next Monday, 
January 27th. 


An ideal set-up for an appellate court is to hear arguments for one week, 
then spend two weeks writing the opinions in the cases heard, then a week 
to read the briefs and transcripts for the next calendar which would 
commence the next week. 


One has to be familiar with legal writing and research to understand 
the vast amount of time spent in the preparation of opinions. Some courts 
can decide that an opinion is not necessary and decide the cause from 
the Bench, some use memorandum opinions, but we still prepare a full 
Opinion in each appeal. Many people believe that all the time a judge or 
justice puts in at his job is when he is sitting on the bench. Far from 
the truth, that is the smallest part of his duties, what he has to do in 
his chambers and library constitutes the bulk of his working time. 


A past president of the American Bar Association once said: “Our 
system of Government is no stronger than our courts and our courts are 
no stronger than the strength of the public’s confidence in them.” We can 
certainly vouch for the truth of that observation and it is in the hope 
that in a small way we can show you that our courts are strong. 


As to our case load it has been steadily increasing. I do not want to 
bore you with statistics but I would like to make a comparison. Last year, 
1974, we handled 265 cases, disposed of them by hearing 172 appeals, 
49 applications for writs, 5 motions to dismiss, 5 stay orders, 22 dis- 
missals, and hearings on 12 returns on writs. We issued 164 written opin- 
ions. A good indicator of our increasing work load is the number of written 
opinions handed down, and I give you these figures for the last five years:

1971 - 153

Election years always show a slight decrease because justices must 
campaign and before the change to a longer term at least one of the jus- 
tices was on the ballot every general election. 


We have not increased our staff over the years, aside from the employ- 
ment of the 5 law clerks. We have done away with two positions so today 
we have only 3 more people on our payroll than we had 20 years ago. 
We are watching the continuing increase in the workload and we are 
aware that if the situation continues to increase we will need more help. 


One matter that is of great concern to us is space requirements. When- 
ever additional justices are provided for the Court the lack of space for 
their officing will be critical. 


We know that the Legislature is acutely aware of its own lack of space 
and facilities. This lack has been known for years, but now it is even 
more acute. The Supreme Court and law library are also having space 
problems; and these problems will also become more acute. The 1969 
Legislature established a Select Legislative Committee to study the prob- 
lem. It made its report. Two members of that Select Committee are in 
the Legislature today, Senator Elmer Flynn and Representative Dan 
Yardley. That Committee proposed to build a new Supreme Court and Law 
Library Building as a first step and then to renovate the Third Floor of 
the Capitol Building to give the Legislature needed space. The project 
went so far as to approve preliminary plans of a building and to acquire 
a proposed site. The Conclusions and Recommendations of the Select 
Committee are available for review in the office of the Division of Archi- 
tecture and Engineering. I believe this Legislature should name a new 
Select Committee to proceed with plans to furnish the Legislature with 
additional space and facilities. 


In our law library space problems in the past have been alleviated by 
transferring certain sets of books out of the library. 


In 1958, the old Codes of the other states were transferred from the 
mezzanine to a storage room in the basement to make room for newer 
Codes and Session Laws of the other states as they were published. This 
space is almost all used up now so that it is necessary to sometimes place 
books on top of the shelves or stack them on the floor. 


In 1966, approximately 9,000 books were transferred to the Law School 
Library at the University in Missoula. These consisted of state reports 
which were published after the beginning of the National Reporter System 
which publishes the reported opinions of all the Supreme Courts of the 
United States. This provided breathing room on the lower level of the 
library and space is again about exhausted. 


In the summer of 1974, space containing law reviews on the other side 
of the mezzanine became so short that all of the bound briefs of Montana 
Supreme Court cases, 94 shelves or room for approximately 1,000 books, 
were moved to the storage space in the basement which could only be 
done by throwing away the old books in the basement. The space acquired 
by this move is already almost filled. 


There are now some 84 shelves on the south end of the mezzanine con-

taining old books, mostly previous editions of treatises, that will have to 
be discarded in the near future to make room for law reviews and new 
Codes and Session Laws of the other states. A complete library would 
retain everything that was ever printed but the actual use of these books 
is SO minimal that it seems a feasible way to provide shelf space. 


The library acquires books at the rate of about 600 a year. 


As for the future, the question of space for libraries seems to be to go 
into some kind of microfilm system. The West Publishing Company has 
put all of the National Reporter System, First Series, consisting of some 
2,300 volumes on microfilm, and other sets are also now on microfilm. 
This would require the use of microfilm readers and the education of 
patrons of the library to that use, as well as a considerable investment 
in money but seems to be the only long-term solution to the space problem. 


The budget for the year ending July 1, 1974, of $38,000, was deficient 
in the amount of $3,500 to pay for outstanding obligations and this 
amount was provided by supplementary appropriation. It is probable that 
a similar deficiency will appear in the year ending July 1, 1975, and 
another deficiency appropriation will be requested. 


The budget request for purchase of books each of the next two fiscal 
years has been increased by $5,000 and should cover acquisitions. 


Before the convening of the 1977 Legislature some thought should be 
given to the purchase of some microfilm systems and preparation made 
for appropriation for same. 


Under Article VII, the Judicial Article of the new Constitution, the 
Supreme Court has many new duties. The Court’s general supervisory 
control over all other courts and the rule making power governing appel- 
late procedures, practice and procedure for all courts, admission to the 
bar and the conduct of its members will require this Court to adopt 
comprehensive rules in many areas now handled by legislation. The Court 
intends to take on this task. Hopefully, no conflict will occur with the 
Legislative branch in this area. Historically the Legislature has passed 
all procedure and practice legislation. It no longer will have this function 
except in the way of disapproval for two succeeding sessions. 


Fortunately for us, the new Constitution gives us broader authority in 
opinion writing techniques, which has been most time-consuming. As long 
as we give our decision in writing, we may now adopt several short-cut 
procedures, among them, summary dockets, memorandum opinions and 
orders of disposal in addition to the historical and traditional opinions. 
This should enable us to handle the workload more expeditiously. We note 
that the new Constitution provides for two more Justices if the Legis- 
lature deems it necessary. Should such necessity arise in our opinion, we 
shall so advise you. I believe, however, at this time, that we do not yet 
need additional justices although we do need additional help, as will 
appear from our budget requests. 


We would like to call to your attention the various areas that members 
of the Court have worked in and furnished leadership outside of their 
regular duties as members of the Court. 


The Civil Rules Commission prepared and furnished to the Legislature 
a set of civil rules patterned after the federal rules which were adopted 
and since their adoption you turned over to the Court the matter of keep- 
ing them up to date. We have done so and have an advisory group of 
lawyers who annually recommend to the Court any necessary amend- 
ments. We also prepared a set of rules for Civil Appellate Procedure which

are kept current by the recommendations of the same advisory group. The 
reason for rules being in conformity with the federal rules is so that attor- 
neys who practice in the federal as well as the state courts will not become 
confused with different requirements of procedure in those courts. We 
have now under consideration many rule changes recommended to us 
which would bring them in line with the vast changes recently made in 
the federal rules. The civil rules commission was chaired by the Chief 
Justice and the membership consisted of 3 district judges, 3 lawyers and 
members of the faculty of the University of Montana Law School. 


The Criminal Law Commission was created by the 1963 Legislature, 
and was chaired by Justice Wesley Castles. In 1967 the Legislature 
enacted into law a new criminal procedure act drafted by the Commission 
and approved by this Court under terms of the 1963 Legislation. The 
Commission completed its work on the Criminal Law and previously 
submitted to the Legislature the complete redraft of criminal law, which 
has been enacted. I comment here that the new code represents a great 
deal of work and study. 


For some time the Montana Supreme Court has been concerned with 
complaints from members of the public concerning excessive delays in 
completing probate proceedings. In October 1971, we issued an order 
requiring all old estates to be wound up by April 1, 1972, and announced 
our intention of promulgating and adopting a uniform rule for all district 
courts requiring periodic accounting and settlements of estates over six 
months old. Additionally, the clerks of court were required to file reports 
with this Court covering all uncompleted probate proceedings filed in their 
respective counties between January 1, 1960 and January 1, 1970 with 
a status report on each. 


Subsequently, we appointed the Montana Probate Commission to func- 
tion as an arm of the Supreme Court. 


The Montana Probate Commission which was chaired by Justice Frank 
Haswell, analyzed upwards of 2,000 uncompleted probates which had been 
reported by the clerks of the district courts throughout the state. This 
analysis revealed that there were great variations in the practices and 
procedures of the different district courts in respect to insuring prompt 
handling and completion of probate proceedings; that in multi-judge dis- 
tricts responsibility for probate matters was not clearly defined or central- 
ized; that. delays existed at all stages of probate proceedings and there 
was no pattern showing a breakdown at any one particular stage; and 
that in given estates there are a variety of legitimate reasons that delay 
completion of probates which should be recognized and provided for. 


The Probate Commission promulgated and forwarded to the Montana 
Supreme Court a proposed Uniform Rule governing Probate proceedings 
in all district courts in Montana. The Supreme Court adopted this pro- 
posed Rule and it has been effective since January 1, 1973. An annual 
report to this Court by each Clerk of Court in the 56 counties of this state 
Bae by March 1st on all uncompleted probates more than six months 
old. 


The Probate Commission has received a number of complaints relative 
to delays and mishandling of probate proceedings since its inception. 
Many of these have been settled to the satisfaction of all parties by infor- 
mal adjustment while other more serious matters have been referred to 
the Commission on Practice for action. 


The new Uniform Probate Code will soon become effective and we look 
for many improvements over our present probate system. We intend to 
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observe it in action and should amendments be required we shall recom- 
mend them to you for action. 


This leads me then to the Sentence Review Division of our Court. Some 
years back at the Conference of Chief Justices such a sentence review 
was discussed and I sought further information on my return home, and 
the Court considered the matter further and supported the adoption of 
such a procedure. Later, as a part of the Criminal Law Commission report, 
an act was submitted to you and it was adopted and Montana became 
the fourth state in the nation to have a body that could review sentences. 


The Division consists of three district judges and they are empowered 
to consider all prison sentences imposed and can raise, lower or permit 
the sentences to stand. At one time I served on the Pardon and Parole 
Board and found out there that differences in sentences between two 
inmates who had committed the same crime caused an internal disci- 
plinary problem. Since the adoption of this procedure it has worked very 
well, the authorities at the prison advise that it has cured the former prob- 
lems and gives each inmate, if he desires it, an opportunity to talk over 
his crime and sentence with the judges on the board and in many situa- 
tions sentences have been equalized so that the inmate does not feel that 
he has been discriminated against. Interestingly enough, on at least one 
case the sentence was raised and that action was brought before this Court 
and it was affirmed. No member judge sits in hearing a case in which 
ne imposed the sentence; the chief justice appoints another judge to sit 

or him. 


The Sentence Review Division has received wholehearted cooperation 
from the prison authorities, they provide the quarters in which their meet- 
ings are held, also secretarial service, and in every way possible assist 
the member judges in performing their duties. We on the Court are proud 
of the accomplishments of this division. 


Another area in which a member of the Court has furnished leadership 
is the Governor’s Juvenile Justice Advisory Council. On August 14, 1972, 
the Governor appointed a Juvenile Justice Advisory Council to make a 
comprehensive revision of the laws relating to youth in this state for 
enactment by the legislature. The Council was chaired by Justice Frank 
Haswell of this Court and its membership including two district judges, 
a county attorney, a police officer, a youth representative, a lay repre- 
sentative, a juvenile probation officer, a welfare administrator and a 
representative from the State Department of Institutions. 


They concluded their work and the revision was submitted to the 1974 
Legislature and adopted, effective July 1, 1974. 


You will recall my words with reference to the work load and backlog 
of the Court nearly two decades ago. During the time that we were so 
concerned with bringing the Court to a current status it was not possible 
to devote much of our time to other matters. One which rankled us was 
that of discipline of certain members of the bar who were not complying 
with the ethics of the profession and even beyond that, were guilty of 
crimes under our laws. When we became current we did start to look into 
these matters and it is a public record that we disciplined a number of 
attorneys. We were, however, met with the charge that we were both 
judge and jury, in other words we were providing the prosecution and then 
sitting in judgment of the case. 


To counter this charge and provide an independent agency of members 
of the bar to investigate and hear any charges brought against a lawyer 
and make recommendations to this Court, we set up a Commission on 
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Practice of the Supreme Court. We divided the state into 8 districts and 
we had to consider geographical lines as well as the number of lawyers 
in such districts. We provided for 4 year terms of the 8 members of the 
Commission, staggered so that 2 terms expire every year. Provision was 
made for an election by the members of the bar residing in each district, 
the election to be held by mail under the supervision of a judge in the 
particular district. This system has worked very well, the lawyers elected 
have been diligent in their work and we are very sure that they have 
given every accused a fair hearing. 


We have also provided that each district judge shall annually appoint 
a grievance committee for his district to which can be referred matters 
requiring investigation, but in some cases the matter is referred to a 
grievance committee in an adjoining district so there will be no question 
as to friend investigating and reporting on friend. The Commission uses 
lawyers from a distance as its investigative counsel and they, as well as 
this Court, have been extremely gratified with the way such lawyers have 
performed their duties, for the most part on a reimbursement of actual 
expense basis. 


You all know from reading your daily papers that this Commission has 
many matters before it at the moment, far more than should be required 
to be attended to by a body of lawyers who serve without compensation, 
other than their actual expenses. 


Last fall when we had the Judicial Conference, which consists of the 
district judges and members of this Court, the matter of jury instruction 
guides came in for attention. Some years back the Montana Judges Asso- 
ciation formulated a committee on jury instruction guides, chaired by 
Judge W. W. Lessley of Bozeman. This committee worked many months 
and formulated the Montana Jury Instruction Guide which they printed 
and distributed to the bench and bar of Montana. 


Since these guides only covered civil jury trials it was suggested by the 
Judicial Conference that the Court appoint a Commission on Jury Instruc- 
tion Guides which could update the present civil guides and prepare 
guides for criminal litigation. The Court has followed that recommenda- 
tion and recently appointed such a Commission under the chairmanship 
of Judge R. J. Nelson of Great Falls. 


The Legislative Assembly provided a school for Justices of the Peace 
to be held in Missoula under the guidance of the School of Law. District 
Judge E. Gardner Brownlee of Missoula was designated by the Court to 
be our representative in the conduct of the school. He has done an admir- 
able job, prepared a handbook for Justices of the Peace which the Court 
considers a classic in its field. I have had many comments from Justices 
of the Peace and from professionals who taught in the school and all were 
most enthusiastic of the curriculum. 


I have also had recommendations from Police Magistrates that such a 
school should be held for them. We leave these thoughts with you, merely 
adding that nobody can be hurt by learning more about his job, and 
everybody can be helped by professional education. 


Many courts are adopting uniform rules of evidence and in keeping with 
that national trend we have appointed a Commission on Evidence. This 
commission is funded by a grant from the Crime Control Division, and 
Mr. Justice Frank Haswell is a member of the Commission which is 
chaired by Attorney Sam C. Haddon of Missoula. We shall await with 
great interest the results of their work. 


Justice John Conway Harrison has accepted an appointment as a 
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member of the Montana Council on Criminal Justice Standards and Goals 
task force on courts, which is chaired by Senior United States District 
Judge W. D. Murray. Their work will extend over the next two years and 
doubtless will be of great assistance in the criminal justice field. 


I would like to say a word about our Revised Codes of Montana. Com- 
mencing with the 1907 Code during the period up to the 1947 Code we 
had three recodifications, being 1921, 1935 and that of 1947, all done 
under the supervision of the Supreme Court. From the 1907 Code to that 
of 1921 was a period of 14 years; from the 1921 Code to that of 1935 
was again a period of 14 years. From the 1935 Code to the 1947 Code 
was a period of 13 years. It is now 28 years since there has been a recodi- 
fication, during which there has been an over-hauling of the state 
government, implementation of it, and a new Constitution. 


Noting that a new Code should be had because of the great number 
of new statutes our Court discussed such an undertaking with the officers 
of the Montana Bar Association. They discussed it at their annual meet- 
ings thereafter and appointed a committee to work with the Court in 
obtaining the necessary legislation. We have testified on this project 
before the Legislative Council and committees of the Legislature. We had 
hoped that our offers to supervise the project would be acceptable, but 
it seems that the Legislative Council desires to handle this matter. It has 
been suggested to us that one or more members of the Court could be 
on an advisory committee. This would not be satisfactory because it would 
result in a large group with no responsibility for the product. 


I have tried to explain that the people who use the Codes day by day 
are members of the Bar and the Courts. To a lawyer go the litigants, to 
the Codes goes the lawyer to ascertain what the law is, and to the Codes 
goes the Court to verify what the lawyer says is the law. It will require 
experienced lawyers to recodify the Code and it will be necessary that 
they be guided by those with practical legal experience so that the Code 
will be a working product. I believe I express the views of the great major- 
ity of practicing lawyers and judges in Montana. 


We still say that we would be pleased to undertake to oversee the codifi- 
cation and furnish the necessary supervision, but it would be necessary 
that our supervision rest solely in the Court. We do not seek to have 
authority to provide for the printing, binding and publishing the Code 
when it is prepared, all we want is to see that Montana lawyers, judges, 
and the citizenry have the best Code that can be prepared. 


We would encourage you to give consideration to the recommendations 
of the Salary Commission. I am sure they have studied our situation, as 
well as the other officials in our state government, and these recom- 
mendations are based upon their collective judgment. 


Some months ago our Court ordered the integration of the bar and since 
then members of the bar in cooperation with the Court have implemented 
a schedule which will shortly be released. Many hours have been spent 
by members of this Court in the consideration of this matter and we 
expect great progress in creating a more responsible bar, a better 
disciplined bar, and of great interest to the people of our state will be 
the client security fund so that if losses be incurred by clients they may 
be, in some measure at least, compensated. 


The general state of the judiciary is good. Some studies are now under 
way and we are hopeful that you give deep thought before undertaking 
any changes in judicial district boundaries, additional judges, et cetera. 
There may be some merit but we would suggest a go-slow attitude, follow- 
ing extensive study and consideration. 
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It has been a pleasure to have this privilege of appearing before you 
with my fellow associates on the Supreme Court of Montana and we hope 
that we have provided information which will be helpful to each of you 
during this session of our Legislature.

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‘84-301. (1999) Classification of property for taxation. For the purpose 
of taxation the taxable property in the state shall be classified as follows: 


Class One. The annual net proceeds of all mines and mining claims, 
after deducting only the expenses specified and allowed by section 
84-5403; also where the right to enter upon land, to explore or prospect, 
or dig for oil, gas, coal or mineral is reserved in land by any person or 
corporation, the surface title to which has passed to another, the state 
department of revenue shall determine the value of the right to enter 
upon said tract of land for the purpose of digging, exploring, or 
prospecting for gas, oil, coal or minerals, and the same shall be placed 
in this classification for the purpose of taxation. 


Class Two. All agricultural and other tools, implements and machinery, 
gas and other engines and boilers, threshing machines and outfits used 
therewith, automobiles, motor trucks and other power-driven cars, vehi- 
cles of all kinds except mobile homes, boats and all watercraft, harness, 
saddlery and robes and except as provided in Class Five [(b)] (a) of this 
section, all poles, lines, transformers, transformer stations, meters, tools, 
improvements, machinery and other property used and owned by all per- 
sons, firms, corporations, and other organizations which are engaged in 
the business of furnishing telephone communications, exclusively to rural 
areas, or to rural areas and cities and towns provided that any such city 
or town has a population of eight hundred (800) persons or less; and pro- 
vided further, that the average circuit miles for each station on the system 
is more than one and one-quarter (1 %4) miles. 


Class Three. Livestock, poultry and unprocessed products of both; stocks 
of merchandise of all sorts, together with furniture and fixtures used 
therewith except mobile homes; and all office or hotel furniture and fix- 
tures. 


Class Four. (a) All land, town and city lots, with improvements, and 
all trailers affixed to land owned, leased, or under contract or purchase 
by the trailer owner manufacturing and mining machinery, fixtures and 
supplies, except as otherwise provided by the constitution of Montana, and 
except as such property may be included in Class Five, Class Seven or 
Class Eight. 


(b) Mobile homes without regard to the ownership of the land upon 
which they are situated, except those held by a distributor or dealer of 
mobile homes as part of his stock in trade, and except as such property 
may be included in Class Eight. 


Class Five. [(a) All moneys and credits, secured or unsecured, includ- 
ing all state, county, school district and other municipal bonds, warrants 
and securities, without any deduction or offset, provided, however, that 
the terms “moneys and credits” as herein used shall not embrace the 
moneyed capital employed in the banking business by any banking cor- 
poration or individual in this state. ] 


(a) [(b)] All poles, lines, transformers, transformer stations, meters, 
tools, improvements, machinery and other property used by cooperative 
rural electrical and co-operative rural telephone associations organized 
under the laws of Montana except those within the incorporated limits 
of a city or town in which less than ninety-five percent (95%) of the elec- 
tric consumers and'or telephone users are served by a cooperative orga- 
nization, and as to the property enumerated in this subsection [(b)] within 
incorporated limits of a city or town in which less than ninety-five per 
cent (95%) of the electric consumers or users will be served by a coopera- 
tive organization, such property shall be put in Class Two. 
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(b) [(c)] All unprocessed agricultural products either on the farm or 
in storage, irrespective of whether said products are owned by the eleva- 
tor, warehouse or flour mill owner or company storing the same, or any 
other person whomsoever, and excepting livestock and poultry and the 
unprocessed products of both.[]] 


(c) [(d)] The dwelling house, and the lot on which it is erected, owned 
and occupied by any resident of the state, who has been honorably dis- 
charged from active service in any branch of the armed forces, who is 
rated one hundred percent (100%) disabled due to a service-connected 
disability by the United States veterans administration or its successors. 


In the event of the veteran’s death, the dwelling house, and the lot on 
which it is erected, so long as the widow remains unmarried and the owner 
and occupant of the property, shall remain within this classification. 


Class Six. Property formerly included in this class is now classified by 
section 84-308, R.C.M. 1947. 


Class Seven. (a) All new industrial property. New industrial property 
shall mean any new industrial plant, including land, buildings, machinery 
and fixtures which, in the determination of the state department of 
revenue, is used by a new industry during the first three (3) years of oper- 
ation not having been assessed prior to July 1, 1961, within the state of 
Montana. New industry shall mean any person, corporation, firm, part- 
nership, association, or other group which establishes a new plant or 
plants in this state for the operation of a new industrial endeavor, as 
distinguished from a mere expansion, reorganization, or merger of an 
existing industry or industries. Provided, however, that new industrial 
property shall be limited to industries that manufacture, mill, mine, pro- 
duce, process or fabricate materials, or do similar work in which capital 
and labor are employed and in which materials unserviceable in their 
natural state are extracted, processed or made fit for use or are substan- 
tially altered or treated so as to create commercial products or materials; 
and in no event shall the term new industrial property be included to 
mean property used by retail or wholesale merchants, commercial services 
of any type, agriculture, trades or professions. And provided further, that 
new industrial property shall not be included to mean property which is 
used or employed in any industrial plant which has been in operation in 
this state for three (3) years or longer. Any person, corporation, firm, 
partnership, association or other group seeking to qualify its property for 
inclusion in this class shall make application to the state department of 
revenue in such manner and form as may be required by said department. 


Class Eight. Any improvement on real property, trailers affixed to land

Such affidavit may be made by any 
party to an action, motion, or proceeding, personally, or by his attorney 
or agent, and shall be filed with the clerk of the [district] court in which 
the same may be pending. 


In any [judicial] district having only one judge, justice, magistrate, or 
justice of the peace, the affidavit of disqualification with reference to any 
action or proceeding to be tried before a jury must be filed at least one 
day before the day appointed or fixed by the court for setting the trial 
calendar; provided, however, this limitation shall not apply unless notice 
of such setting date shall be given to all parties by the clerk of the 
[district] court at least fifteen (15) days prior thereto. In all other cases 
the affidavit must be filed at least fifteen (15) days before the day 
appointed or fixed for the hearing or trial of any such action, motion or 
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proceeding (provided such party shall have had notice of the hearing of 
such action, motion, or proceeding for at least the period of fifteen (15) 
days and in case he shall not have had notice for such length of time, 
he shall file such affidavit immediately upon receiving such notice). Upon 
the filing of the affidavit, the judge, justice, magistrate, or justice of the 
peace, as to whom said disqualification is averred shall be without author- 
ity to act further in the action, motion, or proceeding, but the provisions 
of this section do not apply to the arrangement of the calendar, the regula- 
tion of the order of business, the power of transferring the action or pro- 
ceeding to some other court nor to the power of calling in another [district] 
judge, justice, magistrate, or justice of the peace to sit and act in such 
action or proceeding, providing that no judge, justice, magistrate, or jus- 
tice of the peace shall so arrange the calendar as to defeat the purposes 
of this section.

Section 8. Preexisting generation systems. Whenever a unit of local 
government undertakes pursuant to this act to provide for the gener- 
ation of electricity through acquisition of an existing generating facil- 
ity, it shall serve or contract for the continued service to all areas out- 
side its jurisdictional area which are within the area served by the 
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generating facility. The cost of service to such other areas served, as 
allowed by the public service commission, may not exceed the costs 
properly chargeable to such other areas under a unified distribution 
system.”

Insert: “Section 10. Prior to any undertaking under this act, a unit of local 
government must consider all possible alternative forms of energy pro- 
duction. Establishment of conventional energy production facilities are 
permitted only if an alternative form is either unavailable or not fea- 
sible within the funding capabilities of the unit. 

Section 11. Before exercising authority under sections 4 and 5 of this 
act, a unit of local government must submit to its qualified electors the 
question of whether to build, own, operate, or maintain facilities for 
the purpose of furnishing gas or electric services. A three-fifths (3/5) 
majority of the votes on the issue at that election shall operate to permit 
the unit to proceed under the operative provisions of this act. 

Section 12. Any utility property acquired by a unit of local government 
under this act remains on the tax rolls and is treated for tax purposes 
as the same property was treated prior to acquisition. 

Section 13. After five (5) years from the date of commencement of 
operation of the facility by a unit of local government, the people may 
vote to dispose of the utility as follows: 

(1) Ten percent (10%) of the qualified electors within a unit of local 
government which has elected to exercise its rights under this act may, 
by petition addressed to the governing body of such unit of local 
government and filed with the clerk thereof, demand that the question 
of ownership and operation of public utilities be submitted to the elec- 
tors. 

(2) The petition shall be filed at least thirty (30) days before the next 
regular election. 

(3) When the question is submitted to the electors within the unit of 
local government the ballot shall read: 


/ / For ownership and operation of 
gas or electric 
services by 
city, town or county 


/ / Against ownership and operation

services by 
city, town or county 


(4) If three-fifths (3/5) of the qualified voters, voting in the election, 
vote against the question, the unit of local government shall! discontinue 
any activity concerning acquiring, owning or operating utilities and 
shall dispose of all property and rights acquired for purpose of furnishing 
such utilities. 

Section 14. Whenever a unit of local government exercises its rights 
under this act it shall give first and preferred consideration for 
employment to the employees of the preexisting system, shall honor 
existing labor contracts, and shall negotiate a satisfactory agreement 
as to pensions and other fringe benefits.”

(b) Mobile homes without regard to the ownership of the land upon 
which they are situated, except those held by a distributor or dealer of 
mobile homes as part of his stock in trade, and except as such property 
may be included in Class Eight. 


Class Five. [(a) All moneys and credits, secured or unsecured, includ- 
ing all state, county, school district and other municipal bonds, warrants 
and securities, without any deduction or offset, provided, however, that 
the terms “moneys and credits” as herein used shall not embrace the 
moneyed capital employed in the banking business by any banking cor- 
poration or individual in this state. ] 


[(b)] (a) All poles, lines, transformers, transformer stations, meters, 
tools, improvements, machinery and other property used and owned by 
co-operative rural electrical and co-operative rural telephone associations 
organized under the laws of Montana except those within the incorporated 
limits of a city or town in which less than ninety-five per cent (95%) of 
the electric consumers and/or telephone users are served by a co-operative 
organization, and as to the property enumerated in this sub-section [(b)] 
within incorporated limits of a city or town in which less than ninety- 
five per cent (95%) of the electric consumers or users will be served by 
a co-operative organization, such property shall be put in Class Two.

Montana. New industry shall mean any person, corporation, firm, part- 
nership, association, or other group which establishes a new plant or 
plants in this state for the operation of a new industrial endeavor, as 
distinguished from a mere expansion, reorganization, or merger of an 
existing industry or industries. Provided, however, that new industrial 
property shall be limited to industries that manufacture, mill, mine, pro- 
duce, process or fabricate materials, or do similar work in which capital 
and labor are employed and in which materials unserviceable in their 
natural state are extracted, processed or made fit for use or are substan- 
tially altered or treated so as to create commercial products or materials; 
and in no event shall the term new industrial property be included to 
mean property used by retail or wholesale merchants, commercial services 
of any type, agriculture, trades or professions. And provided further, that 
new industrial property shall not be included to mean property which is 
used or employed in any industrial plant which has been in operation in 
this state for three (3) years or longer. Any person, corporation, firm, 
partnership, association or other group seeking to qualify its property for 
inclusion in this class shall make application to the state department of 
revenue in such manner and form as may be required by said department.

receiving property for transportation from a point in Montana to any 
other point in Montana, shall issue a receipt or bill of lading therefor, 
and shall be liable to the lawful holder thereof for any loss, damage, 
or injury to such property caused by it or by any common carrier, rail- 
road or transportation company to which such property may be delivered 
or over whose line or lines such property may pass within the state of 
Montana when transported on a through bill of lading, and no contract, 
receipt, rule, regulation or other limitation of any character whatsoever 
shall exempt such common carrier, railroad, or transportation company 
from the liability hereby imposed; and any such common carrier, rail- - 
road, or transportation company so receiving property for transportation 
from a point in Montana to a point in Montana, or any common carrier, 
railroad, or transportation company delivering said property so received 
and transported shall be liable to the lawful holder of said receipt or 
bill of lading or to any party entitled to recover thereon, whether such 
receipt or bill of lading has been issued or not, for the full actual loss, 
damage, or injury to such property caused by it or by any common car- 
rier, railroad, or transportation company to which such property may 
be delivered or over whose line or lines such property may pass within 
the state of Montana when transported on a through bill of lading, 
notwithstanding any limitation of liability or limitation of the amount 
of recovery or representation or agreement as to value in any such 
receipt or bill of lading, or in any contract, rule, regulation, or in any 
tariff filed with the public service commission; and any such limitation, 
without respect to the manner or form in which it is sought to be made 
is hereby declared to be unlawful and void, except: 

(1) An inherent defect, vice, weakness, or a spontaneous action of the 
property itself; 

(2) The act of a public enemy of the United States, or of this state; 

(3) The act of the law; 

(4) An irresistible superhuman cause; or 

(5) The act or default of the shipper or owner or for natural shrinkage. 
Provided that the provisions hereof respecting liability for full actual 
loss, damage or injury, notwithstanding any limitation of liability or 
recovery or representation or agreement or release as to value, and 
declaring any such limitation to be unlawful and void, shall not apply, 
first, to baggage carried on passenger trains or buses; second, to prop- 
erty, except ordinary livestock, received for transportation concerning 
which the carrier shall have been or shall hereafter be expressly author- 
ized or required by order of the public service commission to establish 
and maintain rates dependent upon the value declared in writing by 
the shipper or agreed upon in writing as the released value of the prop- 
erty, in which case such declaration or agreement shall have no other 
effect than to limit liability and recovery to an amount not exceeding 
the value so declared or released, and shall not, so far as related to 
values, be held to be a violation of this act; and any tariff schedule 
which may be filed with the commission pursuant to such order shall 
contain specific reference thereto and may establish rates varying with 
the value so declared and agreed upon; and the commission is hereby 
empowered to make such order in cases where rates dependent upon 
and varying with declared or agreed values would, in its opinion, be 
just and reasonable under the circumstances and conditions surrounding 
the transportation. The term ‘ordinary livestock’ shall include all cattle, 
swine, sheep, goats, horses, and mules, except such as are chiefly valu- 
able for breeding, racing, show purposes, or other special uses. 

Provided further, that nothing in this section shall deprive any holder 
of such receipt or bill of lading of any remedy or right of action. 
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Provided further, that it shall be unlawful for any such receiving or 
delivering common carrier to provide by rule, contract, regulation, or 
otherwise, a shorter period for the filing of claims than nine months, 
and for the institution of suits than two years, such period for insti- 
tution of suits to be computed from the date when notice in writing 
is given by the carrier to the claimant that the carrier has disallowed 
the claim or any part or parts thereof specified in the notice. 


Provided further, that for the purpose of this section and section 
8-812.2, the delivering carrier shall be construed to be the carrier per- 
forming the line-haul service nearest to the point of destination. 


Provided further, that the liability imposed by this section shall also 
apply in the case of property reconsigned or diverted in accordance with 
the applicable tariffs filed as in this part provided. 


Provided further, that the consignee within fifteen (15) days after 
delivery must ask for an inspection of any damaged shipment and the 
carrier must make an inspection within five (5) working days there- 
after. 


Provided further, that the consignee shall have the opportunity to exam- 
ine the condition of the package in which the goods are shipped prior 
to signing the delivery receipt. 


Provided further, that the consignee may detain the driver at 
consignee’s expense not to exceed a minimum charge to be fixed by the 
public service commission while he examines the shipment for possible 
concealed damage. During such examination, the freight bill may still 
be noted as the extent of the damage or loss, if any. If examination 
discloses damage, the examination charge may be included in the con- 
signee’s claim for damage in proportion to the amount of the claim. 


Provided further, that carriers must acknowledge receipt of each claim 
within thirty (30) days and promptly investigate each claim, and either 
pay or decline the claim within one hundred twenty (120) days from 
the date of receipt thereof or provide an explanation for the delay in 
disposition. An assertion that the claim is still being investigated shall 
not constitute sufficient explanation. 


Provided further, that in the event a claimant or a carrier successfully 
prosecutes or defends a claim for loss or damage under this section, 
wherein it is alleged the carrier has not disposed of the claim within 
one hundred twenty (120) days or explained the delay, and providing 
further, that the claimant has inquired of the carrier regarding the 
delay, in writing, within the one hundred twenty (120) day period, then 
the court exercising jurisdiction may, at its discretion, award reasonable 
attorney fees to the successful party but not to exceed five hundred 
dollars ($500). 


Section 2. There is a new R.C.M. section, numbered 8-812.2, that reads 
as follows: 

8-812.2. Liability between carriers. The common carrier, railroad, or 
transportation company issuing such receipt or bill of lading, or deliv- 
ering such property so received and so transported shall be entitled to 
recover from the common carrier, railroad, transportation company, on 
whose line the loss, damage or injury shall have been sustained, the 
amount of such loss, damage, or injury as it may be required to pay 
to the owners of such property, as may be evidenced by any receipt, 
judgment, or transcript thereof, and the amount of any expense reason- 
ably incurred by it in defending any action at law brought by the owners 
of such property. 
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Section 3. Section 8-812, R.C.M. 1947, is repealed.”

(3) The department shall notify the applicant of approval or disap- 
proval within thirty (30) days of the date the application was filed. 
When the department disapproves an application, the reasons therefor 
shall be given the applicant in writing and the applicant has the right 
to appeal the decision. 


(4) Land classified as forest land is subject to an additional tax known 
as the ‘roll-back tax’ which tax is a lien upon the land and due and 
payable at the time of change of use. The word ‘roll-back’ means the 
period preceding the change in use of the land, not exceeding five (5) 
years, during which the land was valuated, assessed, and taxed as forest 
land under the provisions of this act. 


(5) The department shall determine the amount of roll-back tax 
chargeable on forest land by ascertaining: 


(a) the full and fair value of the land under the valuation standards 
applicable to land in the county not designated as forest land; 


(b) the amount of the land assessment for the period of the roll-back, 
by multiplying such full and fair market value by the number of years 
in the roll-back and by multiplying the product obtained by the assess- 
ment nee in effect in the year in which the change in use of the land 
is made; 


(c) the average mill levy applied in the taxing district in which the 
land is located by dividing the aggregate mill levy actually applied in 
each year of the roll-back by the number of years included in the roll- 
back; and 


(d) the amount of the roll-back tax by multiplying the taxable value 
computed from the amount of assessment computed under (b) by the 
average mill levy computed under (c), less the amount of real property 
taxes actually paid during the period of the roll-back. 


(6) The assessment of roll-back taxes on former forest land, the 
attachment of the lien for such taxes, and the right of the owner or 
other interested party to review of any judgment of the department is 
governed by the general provisions of Title 84 for collection of property 
taxes. The roll-back collected shall be paid into the county treasury and 
paid by the treasurer to the various taxing units pro rata in accordance 
with the levies for the current year.

“Section 6. Section 16-912, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


‘16-912. Compensation of members of board. (1) Each member of the 
board of county commissioners in counties of the first, second, third, 
and fourth class, shall receive an annual salary to be established by 
resolution of the board of county commissioners in an amount not to 
exceed the annual salary established in the schedule in section 25-605, 
R.C.M. 1947, for the clerk and recorder. 


In addition, each member of the board of county commissioners in coun- 
ties of the first, second, third and fourth class shall receive [twelve cents 
($.12) per mile] a mileage allowance as provided in section 59-801 for 
the distance necessarily traveled in going to and returning from the 
county seat and his place of residence each day that such trip is actually 
made, and while engaged in the performance of his official duties. 


(2) Each member of the board of county commissioners in all other 
counties is entitled to a salary to be established by the board of county 
commissioners by resolution in an amount not to exceed thirty-five 
dollars ($35) per day each day’s attendance on the sessions of the board 
[twelve cents ($.12) per mile] a mileage allowance as provided in section 
59-801 for the distance necessarily traveled in going to and returning 
from the county seat and his place of residence, each day that such trip 
is actually made, provided, however, that any county commissioner 
whose place of residence is fifty (50) miles or more from the county 
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seat, as measured by the usual route of travel, may elect to receive 
mileage as provided in this section or, in lieu of mileage, a sum of ten 
dollars ($10) per day for each day’s attendance on sessions of the board 
as expenses, while engaged in the performance of his official duties, 
and no other compensation must be allowed.’ 


Section 7. Section 16-2723, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


‘16-2723. Mileage and expense of sheriff. Sheriffs delivering prisoners 
at the state prison or mentally ill persons at the state hospital, shall 
receive actual expenses necessarily incurred in their transportation, 
which shall include the expenses of the sheriff in going and returning 
from such institution. They shall take vouchers for every item of 
expenses incurred by them in such transportation, the amount of which 
expenses, as shown by the said vouchers when served by said sheriff, 
shall be audited and allowed by the department of administration or 
by the board of county commissioners, as the case may be, and paid 
out of the same money and in the same manner as are other expense 
claims against the state or counties, and no other or further compen- 
sation shall be received by sheriffs for such expenses, provided that in 
determining the actual expense, if travel be by a privately owned vehi- 
cle, the mileage rate shall be allowed as herein provided. While in the 
discharge of his duties, both civil and criminal, the sheriff shall receive 
[twelve cents ($.12) per mile for each and every mile actually and nec- 
essarily traveled; and for transporting any persons by order of court, 
except as hereinbefore provided, he shall receive twelve cents ($.12) 
additional per mile, the same to be in full for transporting and dieting 
of such person during such transportation; provided that where more 
than one person is transported by the sheriff or when one or more 
papers are served on the same trip made for the transportation of one 
or more prisoners, but one mileage shall be charged] a mileage allow- 
ance as provided in section 59-801. The sheriff shall also be reimbursed 
for actual and necessarily incurred expenses for transporting, lodging 
and meals of person(s) ordered by the court as provided in section 
59-538, 59-539 and 59-801. The county shall not be liable for, nor shall 
the board of county commissioners pay for any claim of the sheriff or 
other officer, for any other expense incurred in travel or for subsistence, 
in cases where mileage is allowed under this section; the fees for mile- 
age named in this section being in full for all such traveling expenses 
in both civil and criminal work.’ 


Section 8. Section 25-226, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


‘25-226. Fees of sheriff. (1) For the service of summons and complaint 
on each defendant, one dollar ($1[.00]); 


For levying and serving each writ of attachment of execution on real 
or personal property, one dollar ($1[.00]); 


For service of attachment on the body or order of arrest on each defend- 
ant, one dollar ($1[.00]); 


For serving a subpoena, twenty-five cents. (25¢) for each witness 
summoned; 


For serving writ of possession or restitution, two dollars ($2[.00]); 


For trial of the right of property or damages, including all services 
except mileage, three dollars ($3[.00)); 


For taking bond or undertaking in any case authorized by law, twenty 
cents (20¢) for each folio; 
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For advertising any property for sale on execution or under any judg- 
ment or order of sale, exclusive of cost of publication, one dollar 
($1[.00]); 


(2) For the expense in taking and keeping possession of an preserving 
property under attachment, execution or other process, such sum as the 
court or judge may order, not to exceed the actual expense incurred, 
and no keeper must receive to exceed five dollars ($5[.00]) per day and 
no keeper must be employed without an order of court, nor must he 
be so employed unless the property is of such character as to need the 
personal attention and supervision of a keeper. No property shall be 
placed in charge of a keeper if it can be safely and securely stored, or 
where there is no reasonable danger of loss. 


(3) In addition to the fees above specified, the sheriff shall receive for 
each mile actually traveled, in serving any writ, process, order or other 
paper, including a warrant of arrest, or in conveying a person under 
arrest before a magistrate or to jail, only his actual expenses when such 
travel is made by railroad, and when travel is other than by railroad, 
he shall receive [eleven cents (11¢) per mile] a mileage allowance as 
provided in section 59-801 for each mile actually traveled by him both 
going and returning, and the actual expenses incurred by him in convey- 
ing a person under arrest before a magistrate or to jail, and he shall 
receive the same mileage and his actual expenses for the person con- 
veyed or transported under order of court within the county, the same 
to be in full payment for transporting and dieting such persons during 
such transportation; provided that where more than one person is trans- 
ported by the sheriff or when one or more papers are served on the 
same trip made for the transportation of one or more prisoners, but one 
(1) mileage shall be charged. 


(4) Provided further, that this act shall not apply to the delivery of 
prisoners at the state prison or at the reform school, or insane persons 
to the state insane asylum, for which he shall receive the actual expense 
incurred as provided by section 16-2723 of this code. Nor shall this act 
apply to trips made for the return of fugitives apprehended and arrested 
outside the county for which the sheriff shall receive the actual neces- 
sary expenses incurred in going for and returning with such fugitive, 
provided that in determining the actual expense, if travel be by a pri- 
vately owned vehicle, the mileage rate shall be allowed as herein pro- 
vided. But no mileage must be allowed on an attachment, order of 
arrest, order for delivery of personal property, or any other order, notice 
or paper, when the same accompanies the summons, and the service 
thereof may be made at the time of the service of the summons, unless 
for the distance actually traveled beyond that required to serve the 
summons. When two (2) or more papers are served on the same person 
at the same time, or when any paper or papers are served on more than 
one (1) person on the same trip, but one (1) mileage must be allowed 
or charged, and in the service of subpoenas, but one (1) mileage must 
be charged when the persons named therein live in the same place or 
in the same direction, but mileage must be charged for the longest dis- 
tance actually traveled. Any writ, order or other paper for service, must 
be received at any place in the county where a sheriff or a deputy is 
found, and mileage must be computed from such place, but if papers 
are delivered for service away from the county seat, all necessary copies 
thereof must be furnished for service. When two (2) or more officers 
travel in the same automobile in the discharge of any duty but one (1) 
mileage shall be allowed.’ 
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Section 9. Section 25-236, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


‘25-236. Fees of coroner. The coroner is entitled to receive and collect 
for his own use the following fees: 


For each day or fraction of day engaged in making an investigation 
relative to a death, whether an inquest is later held or not, the sum 
of five dollars ($5[.00]), provided that not more than one day’s fees shall 
be charged for making an investigation in any one case, except in coun- 
ties of the first, second and third class; 


For each day or fraction of day engaged in holding an inquest, five 
dollars ($5[.00]), provided that not more than two days’ fees shall be 
charged for holding an inquest in any one case; . 


For subpoenaing each witness, including copy of subpoena, thirty cents 
(30¢); 


For each oath administered, five cents (5¢); 
For making transcript of testimony, per folio, fifteen cents (15¢); 


For each mile actually traveled in the performance of any duty, [seven 
cents (7¢)] a mileage allowance as provided in section 59-801; 


For filing papers, each five cents (5¢); 


The total amount of fees allowed by the board of county commissioners 
to a corner, except when acting as sheriff, must not exceed twenty-one 
hundred dollars ($2100[.00]) in any one year, including compensation 
paid all clerks, stenographers and other clerical assistants employed by 
him, provided the coroner in a county having a population of forty-five 
thousand (45,000) or more, according to the latest federal census 
enumeration, may, at the discretion of the county commissioners receive 
a salary of not to exceed three thousand seven hundred fifty dollars 
($3,750[.00]) per year and mileage as above provided in lieu of all fees 
above-mentioned, and all clerical and stenographic help except as pro- 
vided in section 16-3408, shall be included in such salary. Said popu- 
lation to be based on the latest United States census. 


A justice of the peace, acting as coroner, is allowed the same fees as 
the coroner, and no more. 


If acting as sheriff, the coroner is allowed the same fees as sheriff or 
constable for like services.’ 


Section 10. Section 25-401, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


‘25-401. Jurors’ fees. Grand and trial jurors shall receive twelve dollars 
($12) per day for attendance before any court of record and [eight cents 
(8¢) per mile] a mileage allowance as provided in section 59-801 each 
way for traveling from and to their residence and county seat. Any juror 
who is excused from attendance upon his own motion on the first day 
of his appearance in obedience to notice, or who has been summoned 
as a special juror and not sworn in the trial of the case, in the discretion 
of the court, may receive per diem and mileage.’ 


Section 11. Section 25-404, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


‘25-404. Witnesses’ fees. For attending in any civil or criminal action 
or proceeding before any court of record, referee, or officer authorized 
to take depositions, or commissioners to assess damages or otherwise, 
for each day, ten dollars ($10). For mileage in traveling to the place 
of trial or hearing, each way, for each mile, [eight cents ($.08)] a mile- 
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age allowance as provided in section 59-801 provided, however, that no 
officer of the United States, the state of Montana, or of any county, 
incorporated city or town within the limits of the state of Montana shall 
receive any per diem when testifying in a criminal proceedings, and 
that no witness shall receive fees in any more than one criminal case 
on the same day.”

(a) a mileage allowance [of twelve cents (12¢) per mile] as provided 
in section 59-801 for each mile of travel, 


(b) actual expenses, and 
(c) compensation of twenty dollars ($20) per day.

(c) in the case of an existing fiduciary account which is an estate of 
a deceased person or which is a guardianship or conservatorship, to the 
clerk of the court in which such estate, guardianship or conservatorship 
matter is pending; 


(d) in the case of an existing fiduciary account not described in any 
of the foregoing subparagraphs, to each income beneficiary of such 
account and to each beneficiary who, were such account terminated at 
the date of the application respecting such account, would be entitled 
to share in distributions of income or principal thereof; and 


(e) in the case of any existing fiduciary account wherein an affiliated 
bank specified in the application is acting with a co-fiduciary, to each 
such co-fiduciary at his last known address. 


(2) When any such application shall have been filed, the clerk of the 
court where filed shall make an order fixing a date and time for hearing 
thereon and give notice thereof as hereinafter provided. The clerk of 
court shall cause a copy of such notice to be published at least once 
a week for three (3) successive weeks preceding the hearing date, the 
first such publication to be at least twenty-five (25) days preceding the 
hearing date, such publication to be in a newspaper of general circu- 
lation published in each county in which the main office of an affiliated 
bank specified in the application is located, or if in any case there be 
no such newspaper, then in a newspaper of general circulation published 
in a contiguous county.

The tax on such personal property may be collected and the payment 
thereof enforced by the seizure and sale of any personal property in 
the possession of the person assessed at any time after the date the

As used in this act ‘pur- 
chaser’s principal residence’ means the principal dwelling of a person 
whose domicile is or will be established in the state of Montana. This 
exclusion from the definition of land does not apply unless the pur- 
chaser first executes, upon a form supplied by the department of 
revenue, a certification that he is domiciled in Montana or will be 
within sixty (60) days, that the dwelling to be purchased will be used 
as. his principal residence, and that he understands that as a Montana 
domiciliary all of his income is subject to the jurisdiction of Montana 
income tax laws. 


(3) Additionally, where there is not on the land a dwelling completed 
and fit for occupancy as the purchaser’s principal residence at the time 
of the transfer of title to the land so excluded from the definition of 
land: 


(a) The purchaser shall certify that the construction of the dwelling 
will be commenced within one (1) year of the date of transfer of the 
land and that the dwelling will be completed and occupied within two 
(2) years of the date of such transfer. 


(b) The deed, contract for deed, or other transfer instrument shall state 
that the amount of the tax of which the transferor has been relieved 
by virtue of the purchaser’s certifications is a lien running with the 
land in favor of the state of Montana until either the amount of such 
tax has been paid or the purchaser has filed with the department of 
revenue a statement under the penalties of perjury that the dwelling 
was constructed and occupied within the terms and conditions previ- 
ously certified. 


(4) In cases where the department of revenue determines that any 
certifications made pursuant to this act were untrue, it shall collect 
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from the buyer the tax upon the profit allocable to the wrongfully 
excluded land. 


(5) If zoning or similar laws or regulations require a minimum of more 
than five (5) acres for residential property, that number of acres instead 
of five (5) acres, shall be excluded from the definition of land under 
the subsection (1) of this section except that not more than ten (10) acres 
shall be so excluded.”

CARL AHLGREEN, former Representative from Lake County, died 
October 4, 1974 in Ronan at the age of 95. 


Carl was born December 18, 1879 in Rancers, Denmark. At the age of 
16, he went to sea and at the age of 19 he and two other sailors jumped 
ship in Philadelphia. He first made his way to the Colorado mining 
country and finally to Montana and the copper mining country in Butte. 


In 1934, Ahlgreen came to the North Crow Creek Country to farm and 
became an active member of that community. He was elected to the House 
of Representatives in 1935, where he was deeply involved in the Farmers 
Union, and the creating of the Dairymans Co-op. 


It was in the Legislature that Ahlgreen was designated “Admiral of the 
Scandanavian Navy on Flathead Lake”, a traditional title bestowed by 
the Legislature. He also belonged to the Ronan Masonic Lodge 131. 


Survivors include his widow, a son, stepdaughter, stepson, eight 
grandchildren, and eleven great-grandchildren. 


CHARLES M. “CURLEW” ALLEN, former Custer County Representa- 
tive, died in Miles City, July 11, 1973. 


Allen was born May 8, 1888, in Grayson County, Texas, coming to 
Montana in 1905, where he worked on cattle ranches in the Box Elder 
Creek area. In 1913 he filed a homestead on Pumpkin Creek and later 
operated the post office at Volborg. He served as county road supervisor 
for twelve years and as Custer County sheriff for sixteen years. 


Allen was elected to the State House of Representatives in 1955 and 
served as Custer County Representative in 1956 - 1957. 


Mr. Allen was active in Masonic Lodge, York Rite Bodies, Al Bedoo 
Shrine, Elks Lodge, the Range Riders and the First Methodist Church. 
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Surviving are the widow, three daughters, one son, nine grandchildren, 
and six great-grandchildren. 


LEROY “BUD” ASPEVIG, Representative from Hill County, died May 
21, 1973 near Rudyard. Aspevig was a professional crop duster and died 
in acrash while he was attempting to land his airplane. 


Mr. Aspevig served as a director of Our Saviors Lutheran Church in 
Rudyard. He served his country in World War II as a pilot for the Army 
Air Corps and upon completion of his military duty he returned to his 
home in Rudyard at which time he joined the Rudyard VFW Post 5726 
and remained very active in the VFW until the time of his untimely 
death. 


Mr. Aspevig served the citizens of Hill County as their Representative 
in the House of Representatives in Helena, Montana, for three terms. 
Aspevig was an authority on state fiscal affairs and served in the House 
during the 1967, 1968, and 1971 sessions. He was defeated in a tie vote 
in 1972. 


Survivors include his wife, one son, one daughter, his mother and three 
brothers. 


A. LEROY “ROY” ATKINSON, former Lake County Representative, 
died May 15, 1974, in Missoula, following a brief illness. 


Mr. Atkinson was born September 13, 1887, in Dubuque, Iowa. He came 
to Montana in 1910 and homesteaded in the Ronan area, where he 
ranched for the remainder of his life. 


He was active in community affairs and was a member of Ronan Lodge 
131 AF & AM, Algeria Shrine of Helena. He was a past president and 
director of the Federal Land Bank and a member of the School Board 
of Ronan. 


Mr. Atkinson represented Lake County in the Montana House of Repre- 
sentatives for six terms — 1943, 1945, 1947, 1951, 1953, and 1957. 


He is survived by his wife, one son, and one daughter, seventeen 
grandchildren and seven great-grandchildren. 


DEAN C. CHAFFIN, former Gallatin County Representative, died 
September 3, 1974 in Phoenix, Arizona. Chaffin was born in Hamilton 
and attended school in Columbus. He and his family moved to Bozeman 
in 1926. 


Dean Chaffin served five terms in the Montana House of Representa- 
tives. He was Speaker Pro Tempore in 1947 and Speaker of the House 
in 1953. In 1947 he was chairman of the Montana Elementary and 
Secondary Education Commission which drew up plans for.the present 
school foundation program for financial support from the state. 


Mr. Chaffin was one of the group of people who developed and promoted 
the first airport in Gallatin County and was a long-time member of the 
Gallatin Airport Board. He was past president of the Bozeman and Mon- 
tana Chamber of Commerce. He was founder and past president of the 
Montana Traffic Safety Council and served as a member of the Governor’s 
pees Planning Board and the President’s Committee for Traffic 

atety. 


Survivors in addition to the widow, are three daughters, ten 
grandchildren, and thirteen great-grandchildren. 
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JUDGE WALTER B. FLACHSENHAR died July 27, 1972 in Laguna 
Hills, California. Flachsenhar was born July 15, 1888 at Mankato, Minne- 
sota. Several years after graduating from the University of Minnesota, 
he came to Montana where he practiced law in Terry. 


Prior to being elected Judge of the 16th Judicial District in Forsyth, 
Flachsenhar was a member of the House of Representatives from Prairie 
County for several sessions and served as floor leader, Republican whip 
and Speaker of the House. He fathered the aviation laws now on the stat- 
utes of the state of Montana. He was very active in the Republican Party 
and was past commander of the Prairie Post of the American Legion at 
Terry. He was past president of the Montana Judges Association. 


Former Representative Flachsenhar is survived by his widow and two 
foster children. 


HOMER E. GEIS, former Fergus County Representative died in Los 
Angeles, December 25, 1973. 


Geis, a Lewistown and Winnett lawyer founded the Winnett Times in 
1914 and was its owner and publisher until 1919. Although moving to 
California, he was proud of his Central Montana days and retained his 
membership in the Montana Bar Association until his death. 


During his years in California, Mr. Geis was an attorney in the legal 
division of the California Trust Company, retiring from that position in 
1958. 


He was the first Grand Chef de Gare of 40 et 8 of Montana. A veteran 
of both world wars, he attended the U. S. Naval Academy and served as 
a lieutenant with the Navy in World War I and the Coast Guard in World 
War II. He was a fifty year member of the Winnett American Legion Post 
and served that post as its first Commander. Mr. Geis was a graduate 
of the Georgetown University Law School, Washington, D. C., and a 32nd 
degree Mason. 


Homer E. Geis represented Fergus County as a representative in the 
Montana House of Representatives in 1921. 


Survivors include two daughters and seven grandchildren. 


LEO C. GRAYBILL died in Great Falls September 27, 1973, at the age 
of 79. Mr. Graybill had put in a day’s work at his law office and asked 
his son, Leo, Jr. to take him to the hospital where he passed away two 
hours later. 


Mr. Graybill represented Cascade County for seven consecutive terms 
in the House of Representatives, serving as Speaker in 1949 and again 
in 1955. He was a Democratic candidate for Congress in 1945. He served 
as Democratic National Committeeman for ten years and affectionately 
. was referred to by all as “Mr. Democrat’. His personal drive and 
decisiveness made him a national leader and he used those to fight the 
“little man’s” battles in the courtroom, political arena and in civic affairs. 


Leo Graybill was born July 23, 1894 in Shelbyville, Illinois. He served 
in the Infantry in World War I. He started practicing law in Belt, Mon- 
tana in 1921 and while living there organized a Boy Scout Troop, helped 
organize the Belt Lions Club and also organized Belt’s first public library. 
These were just a few of his civic activities. He married Miss Atta 
Hutchinson of Wilsall in 1922. He established a law practice in Great 
Falls where they made their home. He was also involved in the livestock 
and banking business as well as countless community services. 
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He is survived by his wife, son, daughter, six grandchildren and two 
sisters. 


WALTER JENSEN, former Cascade County representative died May 
14, 1973 in Great Falls. 


Jensen was born February 7, 1886 in Minneapolis. He attended schools 
in Great Falls and graduated from the Montana College of Mineral 
Science and Technology with a degree in mining engineering. 


He started in the brewery business with his father in the old Montana 
Brewery. It later became the malt plant for the Great Falls Breweries. 


During prohibition years, he operated automobile agencies in Great 
Falls and in 1931 became president of Great Falls Motor Distributors 
Association. He was president of the Great Falls Breweries until his 
retirement. 


Jensen was elected to the House of Representatives in 1932 as a Demo- 
crat and served one term. 


He was one of the prime movers in bringing professional Pioneer 
League baseball to Great Falls. Mr. Jensen was very active in civic affairs. 


He is survived by his widow, daughter, two sons, and ten grandchildren. 


A native of Helena, LESTER HENRY LOBLE was born on April 9, 
1893. Early in high school, Mr. Loble decided to dedicate his life to law 
and the service of Montanans. He attended school in New York and 
returned to Montana in 1914 to launch a legal and political career. 


He served two terms in the House, 1923 - 1926. In 1923, as a freshman 
lawmaker, Mr. Loble wrote the nation’s first old-age pension law. During 
his second term, he served as Minority Floor Leader. A few years later, 
President Roosevelt summoned him to Washington to assist in drafting 
the first U. S. Social Security legislation. 


All this was far overshadowed by the nationwide attention that came 
to him as judge of the First Judicial District to which he was elected in 
1956. From his firm belief on juvenile justice came the Loble Law which 
put him in the spotlight and brought both praise and denunciation. 


One of Loble’s proudest achievements was the establishment of a 
foundation funded by fees and royalties from his speaking engagements 
and publications. This foundation helps troubled and delinquent juveniles 
in both public and private institutions. 


Judge Loble died December 4th, 1974, at the age of 81. His survivors 
include his widow, a son, a daughter, three ec wt py and three 
great- grandchildren. 


DWIGHT MASON, former Representative from Missoula County, died 
in Missoula, February 22, 1974. He was born March 24, 1884 at 
Channelton, Indiana. He was a graduate of the University of Montana 
and received his law degree from the University of Indiana. 


Mason was a member of the House of Representatives during the 1914 
and 1916 sessions, serving as chairman of the Judiciary Committee in 
the latter session. 


He was Missoula’s City Attorney and later County Attorney from 1918 
to 1928. He served as mayor of Missoula from 1937 to 1947. 


Mason was president of the Montana Municipal League in 1945 and 
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was a member of the 4th Judicial District Bar Association. In 1961 he 
received a fifty year certificate and pin for “Distinguished Service” to the 
legal profession from the Montana Bar Association. He was also a recip- 
ient of the Boy Scouts American “Silver Beaver Award” for distinguished 
service. 


Dwight Mason is survived by five daughters, three sons, one sister and 
many grandchildren. 


Representative HENRY MERNIN, Silver Bow legislator, died June 4, 
1974. He served in the 1941, 1949, 1957, 1959 and 1961 sessions. 


He was born on Butte’s East Side and attended Butte Schools. He was 
a barber by profession, retiring in the fall of 1973 after being in business 
for forty-seven years in Butte. Mr. Mernin was active in the Democratic 
Party and the Butte Trades and Labor Council. 


Representative Mernin is survived by his wife, two daughters and sons- 
in-law, one brother, one sister and six grandchildren. 


HOBART D. MYRICK, former Chouteau County Representative died 
in Bozeman, December 29, 1973. 


Mr. Myrick was born at Mertelle, Iowa, in 1909. He attended schools 
in Iowa and later began a banking career in Iowa. As a young man he 
moved to Stanford, Montana, where he was involved in the banking busi- 
ness. Later he homesteaded near Square Butte where he was instrumental 
in the establishment of the Community Church. 


Mr. Myrick was president of the Square Butte Elevator Company for 
twenty years and during this time he became involved with the growing 
of foundation seed stock for new wheat varieties. He also experimented 
with summer fallowing and new machinery adaptation and introduced 
strip farming to this area. 


Mr. Myrick was actively involved with the school board, was president 
of the Chouteau County Farm Bureau during World War I and the 
drought years and served for several years as a board member of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank in Helena. 


Representing Chouteau County, he served in the Montana House of 
Representatives in 1923. 


Survivors include three sons. 


ORVILLE ROSTAD, former Meagher County Representative, died in 
Miami, Florida, February 17, 1974. 


Mr. Rostad was born December 30, 1903, in the Lennep area. He 
attended schools in Castle, Lennep, and Bozeman. He was associated with 
his father and brother in ranching, establishing his home at Bozeman 
Fork, west of Lennep. He was elected and served in the Montana House 
of Representatives during the 1949 and 1951 sessions. 


Mr. Rostad was a member of the Diamond City Masonic Lodge of White 
Sulphur Springs and Al Bedoo Shrine of Billings. He was actively involved 
in the Meagher County Historical Society, and the Meagher County 
Stockgrowers Association. 


Survivors include his widow, a son, two grandsons, a brother and a 
sister. 


FRANCIS A. SILVER, former Representative from Silver Bow County, 
died July 14, 1973 in Arlington, Virginia. 
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Representative Silver was a native of Butte where he served on the city 
council and city commission. He also served on various federal boards and 
councils including the Office of Transportation as general counsel. 


He served in the House of Representatives in 1921 from Silver Bow 
County and as the U.S. Attorney for Montana. 


He retired in 1965 in Arlington where he lived until his death. 


Francis Silver is survived by two daughters and a son. 


RANDALL R. TEEPLE, former Representative from Lincoln County, 
died September 14, 1973 in Libby. 


Teeple was born October 23, 1902 in Dollar Settlement, Michigan, and 
moved to Libby in 1923. He was employed in the lumber industry. He 
served in the House of Representatives for two sessions beginning in 1966. 
He was active in Democratic organizations. He worked with young people 
as an advisor for the Sea Scouts through the American Legion and was 
one of Libby’s first scoutmasters. Mr. Teeple also served on the Lincoln 
County Fair Board and was a 4-H leader in forestry. 


He is survived by his wife and two sisters. 


WILLIAM VAN DYKE, former Wheatland County Representative died 
in Harlowton, November 24, 1973. 


Van Dyke was born January 11, 1883 in Bozeman, his parents moved 
the next year to Flathead Lake County. When he was nine years old his 
parents died and he was raised by relatives and attended school in 
Bozeman. Van Dyke moved to Chestnut where he had a business and post 
office. When the mines closed, he moved to Red Lodge. In 1909 he moved 
to Harlowton and remained in Wheatland County for sixty-six years 
where he ran various businesses in the county. 


In 1948, he was elected to the House of Representatives and served 
three sessions. 


Survivors include his wife, a son and three grandchildren. 


BURTON K. WHEELER, former Butte legislator, died January 6, 1975 
in Washington, D. C. He was born February 27, 1882 in Hudson, Massa- 
chusetts, traveled to Montana in 1905 where he set up a law practice in 
Butte. 


Wheeler served in the Montana legislature in 1910 and in 1912 was 
appointed a Federal District Attorney. 1912 also saw Wheeler appointed 
to the first of two terms in the U. S. House of Representatives. 


Wheeler won national attention in the first of his four U. S. Senate 
terms when he participated in the investigation which exposed the 
“Teapot Dome Scandal’ during the Harding administration. He was 
drafted as a vice-presidential candidate for the LaFollette Party in 1924, 
which rebelled against platforms of the established parties. 


Burton Wheeler is survived by six children. 


EDMUND McHAFFIE, former Lewis and Clark County representative 
died in Helena, December 18, 1973. 


He was born May 27, 1894 in Helena and attended Helena schools. After 
graduation he entered the armed forces and upon completing his service, 
joined the State Publishing Company, where he became president. 
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For forty-four years he was director at the Northwest Bank and Union 


Trust Company and for six years a director with the Federal Reserve 
Bank. 


McHaffie served in the Montana legislature in 1957. 


He is survived by his widow, one daughter and one sister, several nieces 
and nephews.

Section 70-703 (3) R.C.M. 1947, concerning qualifications of members 
of the Legislative Consumer Committee states, “Any person who is an 
employee, agent, officer, partner or director of any regulated company, 
or who has served a regulated company in any capacity within the three 
(3) years previous to his appointment may not be a member of the commit- 
tee.” (emphasis supplied). 


Because of that provision, I question the re-appointment of Representa- 
tive Joe Quilici of Butte whose firm has, I understand, in the past, and 
is presently engaged as a sub-contractor for the Montana Power Company. 
It has been brought to my attention that Representative Quilici’s firm 
was recently awarded major contracts in connection with the remodeling 
of both the Old Murray Building and the Montana Power Company Corpo- 
rate Offices in Butte. 


That would seem to me to stand as a probable conflict of interest and 
a potential violation of law. I am sure you were unaware of Representative 
Quilici’s contracts with the Montana Power Company when you reap- 
pointed him. Therefore, I am forwarding this information to you for your 
consideration and appropriate action.

Dear Mr. Speaker: 


I am in receipt of your recent letter wherein you asked for my opinion 
on the following question: 


May a member of the House of Representatives who was awarded a 
contract with a regulated company on the basis of submitting the lowest 
competitive bid serve as a member of the legislative consumer commit- 
tee? 


More specifically, your question involves the following facts. You reap- 
pointed Representative Joe Quilici to serve on the legislative consumer 
committee. Representative Quilici is a glazier by profession and owns and 
operates his own glass shop. A regulated company, The Montana Power 
Company, asked for competitive bids for construction work to be done for 
their organization. Representative Quilici submitted a competitive bid for 
a portion of this construction work. Because he submitted the lowest 
responsible bid he was awarded the contract. Representative Robert 
Harper, who is not a member of the legislative consumer committee, has 
questioned your appointment of Representative Quilici. Representative 
Harper contends that because of Representative Quilici’s contract with 
The Montana Power Company a conflict of interest may arise as well as 
a possible violation of section 70-703, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947. 
You have asked for my opinion as to whether Representative Quilici is 
prohibited from serving on the legislative consumer committee because 
he was awarded the aforementioned contract on a competitive bid basis. 


The Forty-third Legislative Assembly enacted the “Consumer Counsel 
Act”. Chapter 7, Title 70, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947. Section 70-703, 
R.C.M. 1947 creates the legislative consumer committee. This committee 
consists of two members of the senate and two members of the house of 
representatives. The statute prohibits certain legislators from serving on 
said committee. Section 70-703 (3), supra, states: 
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‘(3) Any person who is an employee, agent, officer, partner, or direc- 
tor of any regulated company, or who has served a regulated company 
in any capacity within the three (3) years previous to his appointment 
may not be a member of the committee.” 


In construing a statute, the intention of the legislature is controlling. 
Section 93-401-16, R.C.M. 1947. Dunphy v. Anaconda Company, 151 Mont. 
76, 438 P.2d 660 (1968). It is apparent from reading section 70-703, supra, 
the legislature desired to prohibit anyone who had a direct interest in 
or who was subject to the control of a regulated company from serving 
on the legislative consumer committee. This prohibition is stated in the 
statute, which states in part: 


“Any person who is an employee, agent, officer, partner, or director of 
any regulated company.,...” 


This portion of the statute speaks in the present tense. Any person 
serving in such a position at the time of his potential appointment is defi- 
nitely excluded. The legislature also wanted to assure that prospective 
appointees did not have any past ties with the regulated company. To 
insure this the legislature provided: 


“...or who has served a regulated company in any capacity within the 
three (3) years previous to his appointment...” 


This portion of the statute speaks in the past tense. It specifically 
excludes those legislators who have served a regulated company in any 
capacity within the previous three (3) years prior to his appointment. The 
meaning of the phrase “in any capacity” must be explored. 


The legislative consumer committee was intended to be, indeed must 
be, completely independent from those regulated companies it is charged 
with investigating. Members of the committee must be free to exercise 
their judgment without fear of reprisal from a subject regulated company. 
Consequently, the legislature prohibited those persons who are directly 
under the control of, responsible to, or answerable to the management 
of a regulated company from serving on the committee. Those categories 
of individuals are clearly set forth in section 70-703, supra,: employee, 
agent, officer, partner, or director. These individuals’ judgment could be 
influenced by their employment and employer. They all have a direct rela- 
tionship with the particular practices of their respective regulated com- 
pany, hence, they were specifically excluded. 


Ties to a regulated company do not cease after one’s employment ceases. 
Consequently, the legislature provided that all those who served the regu- 
lated company “in any capacity” during the three (3) years preceding his 
appointment must likewise be prohibited from serving on the committee. 
It is my opinion that the language “in any capacity” refers to the positions 
previously mentioned in section 70-703 (3), supra, i.e. employee, agent, 
officer, partner, or director. Such a construction of the statute would 
clearly carry out the intention of the legislature—making the committee 
free from the influence of any regulated company. 


A legislative representative who owns and operates his own business, 
but who submits competitive bids at the request of a regulated company, 
cannot be considered an employee, agent, officer, partner, or director of 
said regulated company. He is clearly an independent contractor. The 
Montana Supreme Court has defined the term “independent contractor”. 
In Greening v. Gazette Printing Company, 108 Mont. 158, 88 P.2d 862 
(1939), the court said: 
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“The relation of the parties under a contract of employment is deter- 
mined by an answer to the question, Does the employee in doing the 
work submit himself to the direction of the employer, both as to the 
details of it and the means by which it is to be accomplished? If he 
does, he is a servant, and not an independent contractor. If, on the other 
hand, the employee has contracted to do a piece of work, furnishing 
his own means and executing it according to his own ideas, in pursuance 
of a plan previously given him by the employer, without being subject 
to the orders of the latter as to detail, he is an independent contractor. 


An independent contractor is a person employed to perform work on 
terms that he is to be free from the control of the employer as respects - 
the manner in which the details of the work are to be executed. The 
court, in discussing the matter of control, said: ‘As to control, it is nec- 
essarily implied that the employer may insist that the contract shall 
be performed according to the specifications.” 


In the instant case, the services furnished to the Montana Power Com- 
pany were done by an independent contractor. The Montana Power Com- 
pany sought bids for material and labor to furnish one of its buildings. 
On December 27, 1974, Quilici Glass submitted a bid for $30,691. On 
January 8, 1975, Pittsburgh Plate Glass Industries submitted a bid for 
$33,000. The bid was subsequently let to Quilici Glass on the basis of 
the lowest responsible bid. Quilici Glass was the offeror—Montana Power 
Company was the offeree. Montana Power Company was under no obli- 
gation to accept the bid of Quilici Glass. Once the bid was accepted, the 
Montana Power Company did not have the right to exercise any control 
over the contractor in the performance of his work, save except to insure 
that the job specifications were satisfied. The contractor was free to com- 
plete his task using his own ideas and means. He was not subject to the 
directions of the Montana Power Company. 


It is my opinion that an independent contractor who secures a contract 
from a regulated company on a competitive bid basis is not prohibited 
from serving on the legislative consumer committee. The mandates of 
section 70-703 (3), supra, do not encompass those individuals who furnish 
labor or supplies on a competitive bid basis as an independent contractor 
to a regulated company. To rule otherwise would lead to an absurd result. 
A legislator would be excluded if he sells paper clips or distributes soft 
drinks for pop machines to a regulated company on a competitive bid 
basis. In fact, every legislator who purchases any type of consumer goods 
would be prohibited from serving on this committee since most goods are 
transported to Montana by a regulated transportation company. There is 
no reason why an individual, who as an independent contractor, should 
be prohibited from serving on the legislative consumer committee simply 
because his business is of such a nature that he occasionally furnishes 
goods and/or services to a regulated company on a competitive bid basis. 
The statute intended that those under the control of or responsible to a 
regulated company be forbidden from serving on the committee. An inde- 
pendent contractor who is awarded a contract on a competitive bid basis 
is not under the control of or responsible to any regulated company. 


Representative Harper’s allegations regarding Representative Quilici 
have no basis. Such allegations are not supported by the facts and cer- 
tainly not by the law. 


Representative Harper’s further contention that Representative 
Quilici’s position may create a conflict of interest can be laid to rest. 
Representative Harper’s letter to you implies that Representative Quilici, 
because he has done contracted work for the Montana Power Company, 
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would tend to favor the position of said regulated company. A study of 
Representative Quilici’s “track record” while a member of the legislative 
consumer committee speaks for itself. Since Representative Quilici has 
been a member of the committee the Montana Power Company has sought 
two rate increases. In both instances, once in 1973 and once in 1974, 
Representative Quilici made the motion before the committee that these 
rate changes be investigated. The committee passed his motions. In 1974 
he again presented a motion before the committee requesting that busi- 
ness practices of the Montana Power Company be investigated. This 
motion also carried. Finally, in 1975, Representative Quilici again pre- 
sented a motion to the committee asking that the rate structures and cost 
calculations of a wholly owned subsidiary of the Montana Power Company 
be investigated. This motion also carried. 


All the investigations and court challenges that have been conducted 
by the legislative consumer committee regarding the Montana Power 
Company have been initiated by Representative Quilici. Consequently, 
Representative Harper’s claim that Representative Quilici may be caught 
in a conflict of interest is clearly refuted by the record. Again, Representa- 
tive Harper’s allegations are totally without merit. 


Therefore it is my opinion, that a member of the House of Representa- 
tives, who is an independent contractor, may serve on the legislative con- 
sumer committee even though he was awarded a contract, on a competi- 
tive basis, to furnish labor and supplies to a regulated company.

Dear Mr. Zarb: 


I know I speak for all Congressmen and Senators from Montana, Minne- 
sota, North Dakota and Wisconsin when I express my appreciation for 
the candid exchange of views on Northern Tier crude oil problems with 
those able to attend our meeting on January 29th. ; 


I am particularly encouraged by your assurance that our refineries will 
not be allowed to run out of oil or go bankrupt should Canada hold to 
its scheduled oil export phaseout. I am also pleased that the Federal 
Energy Administration will pay particular attention to the needs of small 
and independent refineries as it deals with this problem. 


You mentioned that if it becomes necessary to implement an allocation 
system for Canadian crude oil, FEA would base it upon: a) Historic usage, 
and b) alternative sources of supply. Let me emphasize that while historic 
usage is one consideration, the most important criterion for determining 
Canadian dependence is the ability to acquire and move alternative crude 
oil supplies to the refineries in the Northern Tier. The states of Montana, 
Minnesota, North Dakota and Wisconsin face an especially critical prob- 
lem of crude oil supply when viewed from that perspective. 


It is clear that FEA must move as rapidly as possible to identify the 
truly Canadian-dependent refineries which may require allocation assis- 
tance. I am also convinced you should now request the necessary changes 
in the appropriate presidential proclamations in order to begin a prefer- 
ential allocation program as soon as any Canadian crude oil reduction 
effects are felt. 


Again, I appreciate your attention to this matter and look forward to 
working with you in the future.

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MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 
March 18, 1975

Dear President McOmber and Speaker McKittrick: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor 
of the State of Montana, I hereby return Senate Bill 108, “An act to dis- 
allow consideration of advertising expenses and contributions in setting 
wage charge by public utilities,” without my signature and recommend 
the following amendments. 


The amendments I am proposing will not substantially affect the provi- 
sions of Senate Bill 108 as enacted. The prohibition against deducting 
advertising, donations and contributions from income or capital assets in 
setting or regulating utility rates remains in effect. However, I do believe 
that the following amendments should be added. 


The first amendment to Senate Bill 108 that I am proposing is simply 
a technical change. The legislation refers to “this act”. Since the legis- 
lation is embodied in one section of the law, I believe that this reference 
should be changed to “this section”. 


The second amendment that I have proposed is designed to deal with 
the special problems that Senate Bill 108 creates for communications 
public utilities. Basically, the new language that I have proposed at the 
end of Senate Bill 108 will permit the Public Service Commission, if it 
so desires, to treat advertising designed to educate the handicapped and 
the public at large as to the availability of special equipment and services 
as expenses deductible from income or from capital assets in setting or 
regulating rates. For example, I believe that the communications public 
utilities should be permitted to advise people with hearing problems that 
special equipment is available to assist them in utilizing communications 
systems. Furthermore, services that are designed to educate the public 
concerning emergency phone numbers and how to use communications 
systems should not be arbitrarily disallowed as expenses deductible from 
income or capital assets. 


In closing, I must emphasize that the Public Service Commission cur- 
rently has the authority to disallow advertising as an expense deductible 
from income or from capital assets in setting rates under the provisions 
of the existing law. So long as the Public Service Commission retains that 
power, I am confident that the Commission can adequately assess the 
advisability of permitting the advertising authorized for communications 
public utilities to be deducted from income or from capital assets in setting 
or regulating rates.

Arbitration board — costs. (1) If the parties fail to agree on the condi- 
tions set forth in section 81-902, an arbitration board may be convened 
at the request of either party to settle the dispute. All parties may be 
subject to the decision of the arbitration board. The decision of the arbi- 
tration board is binding on only those parties who agree in writing, prior 
to the appointment of the arbitration board, that the decision will be 
binding upon them. Notwithstanding title 93, chapter 201, the arbitra- 
tion board shall consist of three (3) members: one (1) appointed by the 
surface owner and one (1) appointed by the lessee; the third member 
shall be a resident of the county or counties in which the land in ques- 
tion is located and upon whom the first two (2) members agree. This 
board shall sit for only that period of time necessary to settle the dispute 
before it. 


(2) Cost of the arbitration panel, computed as for jurors’ fees under 
section 25-401, shall be borne by the contesting party or parties; all 
other parties shall bear their own costs. 


Section 4. There is a new R.C.M. section that reads as follows: 


Application to existing leases. The provisions of this act shall not apply 
to any state lands presently being leased unless such lease is renewed 
after the effective date of this act; provided, however, that the surface 
owner of the land which is under lease as of the effective date of this 
act may bring himself within the provisions of this act by notifying the 
state’s lessee and the state commissioner of lands in writing by certified 
mail; the lessee and the surface owner shall immediately begin negotia- 
tions to settle the terms of the consent required by section 81-902; if 
agreement upon the terms of the same cannot be reached, then the par- 
ties may settle their differences through the arbitration procedure pro- 
vided in section 3 of this act.”

Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on Appropriations, having had under 
consideration House Bill No. 271, respectfully report as follows: That 
House Bill No. 271 be amended in the introduced bill as follows: 


1. Amend page 1, line 9 through page 11, line 1. 

Following: the enacting clause. 

Strike: the remainder of the bill in its entirety. 

Insert: “Section 1. For the purposes of this act, unless otherwise stated: 


(1) ‘University system unit’ means the board of regents, office of the 
commissioner of higher education, the university of Montana at 
Missoula, Montana state university at Bozeman, Montana college of 
mineral science and technology at Butte, eastern Montana college at 
Billings, northern Montana college at Havre, western Montana college 
at Dillon, the agricultural station with central offices at Bozeman, the 
cooperative extension service with central offices at Bozeman, or the 
bureau of mines and geology with central offices at Butte. 
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(2) ‘Program’ means a segment of a university system unit that 
includes a combination of planned efforts to provide a service. 


(3) ‘Approved budget amendment’ means approval by the board of 
regents of a request to: 


(a) obtain financing for new or expanded programs from funds which 
were not available for consideration by the legislature but which have 
become available from a source other than the state’s general fund; or 


(b) transfer not more than ten (10) percent of any single university 
system unit’s appropriations, including general fund appropriation 
between units and transfer appropriations between programs within a 
university system unit; or 


(c) expend remaining balances of the first fiscal year of the biennial 
appropriations, including general fund appropriations, during the 
second fiscal year of the biennium. 


(4) Copies of budget amendments approved by the board of regents 
shall be forwarded to the office of the budget director. 


Section 2. The appropriations contained in this act are intended to pro- 
vide only necessary and ordinary expenditures for the year for which 
the appropriations are made. The unexpended balance of any appropria- 
tion shall revert to the fund from which it was appropriated. In case 
of necessity, an appropriation not expended during the first fiscal year 
of the biennium may be expended during the second fiscal year by: 
approved budget amendment. 


Section 3. The appropriations in this act are intended to provide for all 
expenditures for: 


(1) personal services; 


(2) all other ordinary and necessary expenditures for the operation of 
the university system unit and the program to which the appropriation 
applies; 


(3) repairs and maintenance, other than major alterations of existing 
buildings; and 


(4) the purchase or replacement of capital items other than expendi- 
tures for the construction, improvement, or furnishing of buildings or 
purchase of buildings or land unless specifically authorized. 


Section 4. Financing for new or expanded programs from sources other 
than general fund may be made available by approved budget amend- 
ment. 


Section 5. Operational plans for each new year by university system 
unit and program shall be approved by the board of regents and be 
available for review at the office of the commissioner of higher edu- 
cation on or before July 1 of that fiscal year. Operational plans shall 
reflect the position and salary of all officers and employees by program. 
Copies of operational plans and subsequent changes shall be submitted 
to the office of the budget director. 


Section 6. No new programs may be established and no existing pro- 
grams may be expanded beyond the scope of the programs approved by 
the legislature in the 1977 biennial budget, unless the new programs 
or the program expansions and their method of financing is approved 
by the board of regents. 
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Section 7. Transfers of appropriated funds between programs and uni- 
versity system units may be made only by approved budget amendment. 


Section 8. If the operation of a university system unit is financed by 
an appropriation or appropriations from the general fund as well as by 
appropriations from other sources, the funds provided by appropriations 
from the general fund shall be decreased by the amount that the funds 
received from other sources exceeds the amount from other sources 
appropriated by the legislature in the 1977 biennial budget, provided 
that: 


(1) the decrease does not jeopardize the receipt of the funds to be 
received from other sources; and 


(2) this section shall not apply to any excess funds if they are to be 
expended for new or expanded programs approved by the board of 
regents. Information concerning such new or expanded programs must 
be forwarded to the office of the budget director. 


Section 9. When a university system unit receives federal funds as a 
reimbursement for the cost of administering a federal program and this 
cost was financed by a general fund appropriation, the cost must be 
transferred from the general fund to the federal and private revenue 
fund. 


Section 10. The governor may reduce any appropriation in this act by 
not more than fifteen percent (15%). 


Section 11. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, or phrase of this 
act is for any reason held unconstitutional, such decision shall not affect 
the validity of the remaining portions of this act. 


Section 12. The following moneys are appropriated to the board of 
regents for the respective university system units for the biennium 
ending June 30, 1977.

The above general fund appropriation is to be distributed to the board 
of regents for the Montana university system in the 1977 biennial budget. 


Section 13. The provisions set forth in this section are limitations on 
the appropriations made in this act. It is the purpose of the legislature 
in enacting this bill only to appropriate funds and to restrict and limit 
by its provisions the amount and conditions under which the appropria- 
tions can be expended. Except as otherwise provided in this act, the 
expenditures of appropriations are hereby contingent upon the board 
of regents certifying to the budget director that the university system 


units shall comply completely with the following general and specific 
provisions: 


(1) All expenditures of funds appropriated by this act for purpose of 
travel, transportation, and vacation and sick leave are subject to the 
provisions of law expressed in Title 59, R.C.M. 1947. 


(2) All expenditures of funds appropriated by this act for the purchase 
of property, materials and supplies are subject to the provisions of law 
expressed in Title 82, chapter 19, R.C.M. 1947. 


(3) All expenditures of funds appropriated by this act shall be made 
in accordance with the provisions of section 82-109, R.C.M. 1947, which 


specifies that expenditures shall be applied against non-general fund 
moneys before general fund moneys. 


(4) All moneys collected or received by university system units subject 
to this act from any source whatsoever, including federal grants for 
research and operations, and any moneys received from a foundation 
shall be deposited in the state treasury pursuant to the provisions of 
Title 79, R.C.M. 1947, except that the department of administration 
may, pursuant to section 79-603, R.C.M. 1947, permit any university 
system unit subject to this act to retain in its possession moneys that 
would otherwise be deposited in the state treasury.

(5) By July 1, 1976, all assets, liabilities, balances, receipts and 
expenditures of each university unit shall be accounted for in a uniform 
manner under a centralized accounting system which shall be totally 
consistent with the requirements and guidelines of the “Industry Audit 
Guide, Audits of Colleges and Universities” of the American Institute 
of Certified Public Accountants and “College and University Business 
Administration” prepared by the National Association of College and 
University Business Officers. 


It is the intent of the legislature that duplication of existing accounting 
systems not occur and that to assure a coordinated state accounting 
system, the department of administration and budget director assist the _ 
board of regents in developing and implementing the centralized 
system.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR

Dear President McOmber and Speaker McKittrick: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor 
of the State of Montana, I hereby veto Senate Bill No. 353, “An act to 
amend Section 27-612, R.C.M. 1947, to exclude establishments that cut 
and wrap wild game for their customers from the definition of meat 
market.” I firmly believe that Senate Bill No. 353, if signed into law, 
would pose serious problems for the Montana consumer, businessman and 
health officials. 


I fail to understand the rationale behind Senate Bill No. 353. Appar- 
ently, it is assumed that people who eat wild meat will not suffer from 
the adverse health effects that may result if meat is cut and wrapped 
under unsanitary conditions. I cannot accept that conclusion. The provi- 
sions of Title 27, chapter 6, were enacted to guarantee the Montana con- 
sumer that food processed at meat markets and food plants would be proc- 
essed under sanitary conditions. Senate Bill No. 353 is inconsistent with 
the provisions of that act and would only expose the Montana consumer 
to serious health problems if wild game was cut and wrapped in an 
unsanitary establishment. 


In exercising this veto, I must emphasize that the rules adopted by the 
Department of Health and Environmental Sciences to implement Title 27, 
chapter 6, do not preclude the licensing of facilities that operate on a 
seasonal basis to cut and wrap only wild meat. In fact, several such estab- 
lishments have been licensed. Because these establishments only cut and 
wrap wild meat, they do not have to comply with the stricter United States 
Department of Agriculture standards for establishments that cut beef, 
lamb, pork and other non-game meat. Therefore, I see no reason why 
establishments that cut and wrap only wild game should not have to 
comply with state standards as a minimum requirement. 


I also veto Senate Bill No. 353 because of the adverse impact this legis- 
lation would have on those meat markets and meat processors who are 
forced to comply with the sanitary provisions of the food establishment 
act. Senate Bill No. 353 excludes those persons who operate an establish- 
ment where only wild game is cut and wrapped from compliance with 
Montana’s health and sanitation laws. These exempted establishments 
could then charge customers less than a legitimate operator who must

maintain certain minimum health standards and take business away from 
those markets where both domestic and wild meat is prepared under strict 
sanitary conditions. I believe that Senate Bill No. 353 would give these 
wild game processors an unfair advantage and actually penalize those 
meat processors who are complying with the law. 


I thank you for your careful consideration of this matter.

There is created 
the office of legislative fiscal analyst. The legislative fiscal analyst shall 
direct the office in carrying out the provisions of this act. 


Section 4. Legislative finance committee—appointment and term of 
members—officers. The legislative finance committee consists of four 
(4) members of the senate finance and claims committee and four (4) 
members of the house of representatives appropriations committee 
appointed before the end of the first regular session of the biennium 
by the respective chairmen of the respective committees. No more than 
two (2) of the appointees of each house may be members of the same 
political party. 


A vacancy on the committee occurring when the legislature is not in 
session shall be filled by the selection of a member of the appropriate 
political party and appropriate committee as provided in this section 
by the remaining members of the committee to complete the unexpired 
term.

(1) Organize, adopt rules to govern its proceedings, and meet as often 
as necessary, upon the call of the chairman, to advise and consult with 
the legislative fiscal analyst; 


(2) employ the legislative fiscal analyst who shall serve at the pleasure 
of and be responsible to the committee, and the committee shall set his 
salary; 


(3) exercise the investigatory powers of a standing committee under 
Title 43, chapter 4, R.C.M. 1947. 


Section 6. Legislative fiscal analyst’s duties. The legislative fiscal 
analyst shall: (1) provide for fiscal analysis of state government and 
accumulate, compile, analyze, and furnish such information bearing 
upon the financial matters of the state that is relevant to issues of 
policy and questions of statewide importance, including, but not limited 
to, investigation and study of the possibilities of effecting economy and 
efficiency in state government; 


(2) estimate revenue from existing and proposed taxes; 


(3) analyze the executive budget and budget requests of selected state 
agencies and institutions, including proposals for the construction of 
capital improvements; 


(4) make the reports and recommendations he deems desirable to the 
legislature and make reports and recommendations as requested by the 
legislative finance committee and the legislature; and 


(5) assist committees of the legislature, and individual legislators, in 
compiling and analyzing financial information. 
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Section 7. Fiscal analysis information from state agencies. The legis-. 
lative fiscal analyst has the authority to investigate and examine into 
the costs of state government activities and may examine the records, 
books, and files of any state agency, including confidential records of 
executive branch agencies. Every state agency shall furnish the legis- 
lative fiscal analyst with copies of all budget requests, at the time of 
submission to the budget director as provided by law, and if requested, 
all underlying and supporting documentation.

Dear Speaker McKittrick and President McOmber: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return House Bill No. 338, “An act amending Sections 84-5211, 84-5212, 
84-5214, and 84-5215, R.C.M. 1947, to update archaic language and to 
increase the maximum permissible limits of the special levies on livestock 
used to fund the Department of Livestock” without my signature and 
recommend the following amendments. 


In exercising this amendatory veto, I must emphasize that I support 
raising the levies for the Department of Livestock. However, as enrolled, 
the bill violates the principles of the Executive Reorganization Act. The 
amendments that | am recommending would simply make the legislation 
conform to the basic principles of executive reorganization. House Bill No. 
338 refers on several occasions to the divisions that have been administra- 
tively created within the Department of Livestock. Earlier this session 
I indicated that I would oppose any attempts to codify administratively 
created divisions within departments. Therefore, the amendments that I 
am suggesting will simply delete reference to the divisions of the Depart- 
ment of Livestock and substitute the word “functions”. In this manner 
the Department will be free to reorganize in the future without having 
to resort to the introduction of legislation to change the name of the divi- 
sions. 


I thank you for your careful consideration of this matter.

Dear Mr. Smith: 


The Standing Committee Report dated March 18, 1975, of the Judiciary 
Committee stated in part: 


“The Judiciary Committee finds that: The House, through a Select 
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Committee appointed in accord with House Resolution No. 4, has the 
authority to investigate; and if the House finds there is sufficient reason 
to punish one or more of its members, it does have that authority.” 


“The Judiciary Committee further recommends to the Committee of the 
Whole that a Select Committee be appointed to investigate the merits, 
if any, of the allegations contained in House Resolution No. 4.” 


This Legislative Assembly has charged me with the duty to appoint a 
Select Committee consisting of four Democrats and four Republicans to 
look into the merits of the allegations contained in House Resolution No. 
4. This issue is unprecedented in the State of Montana. 


The matter is of serious consequence, and an awesome burden is about 
to be placed on the members of this Select Committee. I interviewed those 
members of the House of Representatives whom I am about to appoint 
to this Select Committee. I have placed the following qualifications on 
anyone who would be considered for membership on the Committee. 


1. That no member of the Legislature was involved either in causing 
the alleged actions or was the object of the acts as alleged in House Reso- 
lution No. 4. 


2. That they have no preconceived judgement, one way or the other, 
concerning the allegations. 


3. That the members would reserve judgement on the allegations until 
they have heard and weighed the evidence and would then make their 
decision based on the evidence and testimony, free from any partisan poli- 
tics. 


4. That their decision would be based on fairness and justice. 


5. That the members of the Select Committee do not serve on the Rules 
Committee or the Judiciary Committee, since both of these Committees 
have already participated in decisions affecting House Resolution No. 4. 


Each of the Representatives mentioned below meet these qualifications. 
Accordingly, I hereby appoint the following Representatives to the Select 
Committee to investigate the merits, if any there be, of the allegations 
contained in House Resolution No. 4.

Dear President McOmber and Speaker McKittrick: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return Senate Bill No. 340, “An act to exempt the employees and staff 
of the School for the Deaf and Blind from the classification and compen- 
sation plan; amending Section 59-904, R.C.M. 1947”, without my signa- 
ture and recommend the following amendment. 


In exercising this amendatory veto, | emphasize that I partially support 
the rationale behind Senate Bill No. 340. The bill, as enrolled, excludes 
all employees of the School for the Deaf and Blind from the provisions 
of the Classification and Compensation Act. Discussion of the bill with 
members of the State Board of Education, the Superintendent of the 
School for the Deaf and Blind and the sponsor, indicates that the major 
purpose of the bill is to enable the School to compete for teachers in the 
job market. Teachers are hired under individual contracts which are based 
upon a salary matrix recognizing education and experience, as is the case 
with all Montana schools. To be competitive, the School for the Deaf and 
Blind must recruit teachers under the same type of salary system. This 
unique problem was recognized in the law where academic personnel in 
the university system, with individual contracts, are exempt from the 
Classification and Compensation Act in Section 59-904(7), R.C.M. 1947. 
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However, nonacademic personnel of the university system do fall under 
the Classification and Compensation Act. The same should apply to the 
nonacademic personnel in the School for the Deaf and Blind. A secretary 
or custodian in the school should receive a salary commensurate with 
those who perform similar functions in other Departments of state 
government. Therefore, my amendatory veto is designed to exempt the 
academic and professional administrative personnel of the School for the 
Deaf and Blind while providing equitable salaries for the nonacademic 
personnel in comparison with the rest of state government. 


I ask for your concurrence in this amendment.

Dear President McOmber and Speaker McKittrick: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I hereby veto Senate Bill No. 247, “An act making teachers employed in 
schools operated by the State Board of Institutions efigible for the same 
leave benefits as other employees; amending Section 59-1007, R.C.M. 
1947.” I exercise this veto for two reasons. 


Presently, teachers within the Department of Institutions receive equal, 
and in most instances, better benefits than teachers employed by school 
districts. Teachers who are employed by the Department of Institutions 
generally sign contracts for a nine month school year. They are entitled 
to approximately 17 working days off in the nine months they are paid. 
They earn and can take nine paid sick days each school year. In most 
instances they are not required to teach more than 70% of their work 
week. They also have the usual three months off during the summer. For 
this reason, I believe that it would be inequitable to include teachers 
employed by the Department of Institutions within the annual leave 
provisions of state law. To do so would entitle these teachers to receive 
greater benefits than other state employees and teachers who are 
employed by school districts. The Department of Institutions has esti- 
mated that Senate Bill No. 247 would cost the Department approximately 
$75,000 over the next biennium if signed into law. 


I also veto Senate Bill No. 247 because it is totally inconsistent with 
the provisions of the Executive Reorganization Act. The State Board of 
Institutions is now an advisory board and does not exercise hiring and 
firing powers. Therefore, reference to school teachers employed in schools 
operated by the State Board of Institutions in the proposed amendment 
to Section 59-1007 is totally inappropriate. The proper reference should 
be to the State Department of Institutions.

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MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR

Dear President McOmber and Speaker McKittrick: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I hereby veto Senate Bill No. 292, “An act to provide that the State Treas- 
urer be an elected official, and providing for election, qualifications, duties 
and vacancy in office.” I exercise this veto for two reasons. 


First, the Office of the Treasurer is the only statewide office deleted 
from the list of executive offices to be elected in a statewide election under 
Montana’s new Constitution. The action taken by the Constitutional 
Convention and the subsequent approval of the new Constitution by the 
people of Montana indicates that the Office of Treasurer is the one office 
in the executive branch that can be filled by appointment rather than 
by election. My veto of Senate Bill No. 292 simply reaffirms the vote of 
the people in 1972. 


Second, the functions performed by the State Treasurer have already 
been transferred to the Department of Administration for administrative 
purposes under Montana’s Executive Reorganization Act. An examination 
of the law indicates that the duties of the Treasurer are purely ministerial 
and that there is no need to elect a State Treasurer. The functions can 
be adequately performed by a person appointed by the Director of the 
Department of Administration. 


I thank you for your careful consideration of this matter.

Dear Speaker McKittrick and President McOmber: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return House Bill No. 623, “An act amending Sections 69-2105 and 
69-2123, R.C.M. 1947, to standardize the definitions of mobile homes and 
recreational vehicles covered by the building and mobile home standards 
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of the State of Montana and clarifying that homes or vehicles are included 
under compliance with those standards” without my signature and 
recommend the following amendments. This amendatory veto is being 
exercised for two reasons. 


To begin with, the provisions of House Bill No. 623 as they apply to 
used mobile homes will work a hardship on dealers and individuals selling 
used units. For example, failure to give notice as required by the provi- 
sions of House Bill No. 623 may result in actions by purchasers to rescind 
purchases of used mobile homes and recreational vehicles. 


I have also been informed by the Montana Bankers Association that 
member banks will be advised that the financing of used mobile homes 
and recreational units should not be undertaken unless the purchase 
agreement is accompanied by the written notice specified in the proposed 
amendment to Section 69-2123, R.C.M. 1947. 


Second, I have decided to recommend an amendment to House Bill No. 
623 because of the impact that this bill will have on the Department of 
Administration. The Department has just begun the process of inspecting 
and certifying that new mobile homes and recreational vehicles sold 
within the state can comply with the state standards. The effective date 
of these regulations was March 1, 1975. It has taken the Department 
under current manpower and funding limitations over three years to 
establish this inspection program. Now, under the provisions of House Bill 
No. 628, it appears that the Department could be put into the position 
of having to inspect used mobile homes and recreational vehicles as well 
as new ones. The Department does not have the manpower to perform 
this function. 


I thank you for your careful consideration of this matter. I hope that 
you will concur in the amendments that I have proposed.

1947, to provide the State Auditor authority to deposit fees and licenses 
in clearing accounts” without my signature and recommend the attached 
amendments. 


I do not question the intent of Senate Bill No. 198, but I do disagree 
with the form. The reference in the bill to “related clearing accounts” does 
not specify the fund within the State Treasury structure in which the 
accounts would be located. 
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Almost all of the accounts in the fund structure are administratively 
created within the Statewide Budgeting and Accounting System. This 
provides the Department of Administration the flexibility to create new 
accounts as they are needed or to close old accounts no longer needed.

Dear President McOmber and Speaker McKittrick: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return Senate Bill No. 251, “An act to amend section 31-105, R.C.M. 
1947, redefining the rank structure of the Montana Highway Patrol; and 
providing for an effective date”, without my signature and recommend 
the following amendments. 


In exercising this amendatory veto, I emphasize that I express no opin- 
ion, one way or the other, on the intent of this act. However, Section 
31-105, as presented to me in this bill, contains many archaic references 
that should be changed as long as the section is before the Legislature. 


The Executive Reorganization Act of 1971 reorganized the many agen- 
cies of state government into 19 principal departments. Of those 19 
departments, all, save the Department of Justice, have prepared bills to 
recodify and generally revise the laws related to them and have presented 
those bills to the Legislature. Because the Department of Justice has 
failed to prepare such a bill, it is left to the Legislature to make the 
changes necessary to reflect executive reorganization when an affected 
section comes before it. 


The Highway Patrol Board, mentioned in Senate Bill No. 251, was abol- 
ished and its functions transferred to the Division of Motor Vehicles, 
Department of Justice, in Section 82A-1205, R.C.M. 1947. The changes 
necessary to reflect this transfer should be made in Section 31-105. 


Also, Section 31-105 contains an annual longevity increase for highway 
patrolmen. This increase will be directly in conflict with the longevity 
plan contained in the wage and salary plan passed by the Legislature and 
should be deleted. 


For these reasons I am returning Senate Bill No. 251 without my signa- 
ture and recommending the attached amendments. I urge your concur- 
rence.

Dear President McOmber and Speaker McKittrick: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return Senate Bill No. 135, “An act to amend Section 82-4204, R.C.M. 
1947, to provide for publication and mailing of notice of proposed rules 
at least thirty (30) days prior to the agency’s intended action; to provide 
twenty (20) days to submit data; and to provide for the extension of a 
hearing date up to twenty (20) days”, without my signature and recom- 
mend the following amendments. 


Under rules adopted by the Secretary of State’s Office for publication 
of notices under the Administrative Procedure Act, all proposed rules 
must be filed with the Secretary of State’s Office prior to the 10th of each 
month. Therefore, the thirty day notice requirement as proposed in Senate 
Bill No. 135 virtually precludes the preparation and adoption of final rules 
for submission to the Secretary of State for inclusion in the Administra- 
tive Procedure Act before the filing deadline for the succeeding month. 
In other words, even in situations where there are no comments on the 
proposed adoption of rules, the agency would have to wait two months 
before final rules could be adopted. Therefore, I am requesting that the 
thirty day notice requirement be reduced to the twenty day notice 
requirement contained originally in the Administrative Procedure Act. 


My proposed amendment #4 reduces from twenty days to fourteen days 
the minimum amount of time that must be afforded interested persons 
to comment upon proposed rules. This time reduction is consistent with 
my other proposed amendments to reduce from thirty days to twenty days 
the notice requirements of the Administrative Procedure Act. 


I must emphasize that these proposed amendments do not affect what 
I consider to be the most important amendment to the Administrative 
Procedure Act in Senate Bill No. 135. That amendment is found on page 
two of the bill and provides that an interested person may file a written 
request with the agency to extend a hearing date up to twenty days. This 
substantive change is needed and I wholeheartedly concur in that amend- 
ment.

Dear Speaker McKittrick and President McOmber: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
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I hereby veto House Bill No. 155, “An act establishing policies and proce- 
dures for contracting professional services by the state; prohibiting the 
payment of contingent fees for professional services contracts; providing 
penalties; and repealing Section 82-3319, R.C.M. 1947.” I exercise this 
veto for three reasons. 


First, House Bill No. 155 would create a time consuming, costly, 
bureaucratic procedure for entering into contracts for professional 
services. There are many instances in which contracts for professional 
services must be issued on short notice to acquire needed information 
before a timely decision can be made on a matter. For example, under 
the Utility Siting Law and the State’s air pollution laws, the agencies 
involved must comply with strict time limitation requirements in review- 
ing applications for certificates and permits. Compliance with the proce- 
dures outlined in House Bill No. 155 would, in many instances, jeopardize 
the ability of the agency to make a decision within the time frame speci- 
fied. Time requirements in many of the State’s other laws are even more 
stringent and it would not be possible for the agencies affected to acquire 
timely information from professional service organizations if full compli- 
ance with House Bill No. 155 was required. 


House Bill No. 155 also fails to deal with emergency situations that 
may arise. For example, the Department of Health and Environmental 
Sciences often contracts with out-of-state hospitals for surgery, such as 
open heart surgery for children. The total cost of these contracts is in 
excess of $3,000. The provisions of House Bill No. 155 would apply to these 
situations and I do not believe that the health of an individual should 
be jeopardized to satisfy the requirements of House Bill No. 155. 


Second, the cost of fully implementing House Bill No. 155 could be pro- 
hibitive for state agencies. The Public Employees Retirement Division of 
the Department of Administration has expressed alarm about the finan- 
cial impact that House Bill No. 155 would have on that Division. As most 
of you are aware, actuarial evaluation of the PERS system involves a con- 
tinuing consideration of the various retirement systems, including calcu- 
lations affecting not only current operations but funding costs that can 
adversely affect taxpayers forty years into the future. For this reason, 
it is necessary to acquire the consulting services of a firm with actuarial 
information about every section of the retirement act, including attorney 
general’s opinions and the Board of Administration’s interpretations and 
application of the retirement act. The Division has found it to be in the 
best interest of the people of Montana to continue to retain an established 
firm with past experience in interpreting the provisions of retirement acts. 


Under the provisions of House Bill No. 155, however, a change in actu- 
aries would have to be made periodically and this could have a significant 
financial impact. Under a low bid consideration, a firm may win on a 
low bid basis but not be able to provide critical services that the Division 
needs. Or if the service level remained the same, the cost could be 
increased significantly if the firm had not had previous experience and 
was required to gear up to advise the Division on actuarial matters. The 
Division has estimated that it would cost between $2,000 and $20,000 for 
each actuarial consultant change depending upon the time involved in 
reviewing each retirement system with the new actuary and programing 
the present computer systems to compile the historical data in a new 
format compatible with the new actuary’s equipment and programs. Fur- 
thermore, the Division estimates that a change in actuary would take at 
least six months to accomplish. I believe that these costs and delays are 
unnecessary. 
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To further illustrate the financial impact that House Bill No. 155 would 
have on state government, I have enclosed a letter from the Chairman 
of the Senate Finance and Claims Committee stating that the Committee 
will not appropriate the $95,000 necessary to fully implement House Bill 
No. 155. Senator Thiessen goes on to request, on behalf of the Committee, 
that I veto House Bill No. 155 because “...the bill does not merit such 
an appropriation...”. l agree with the Committee’s conclusion. 


Third, I am uncertain as to the impact of House Bill No. 155 on busi- 
nesses and professional service organizations who are not residents of 
Montana. On its face, the provisions of House Bill No. 155 appear not 
to discriminate against out-of-state firms. Subsection (1) of Section 4 does 
state, however, that “in the procurement of professional services for any 
agency, the department shall require firms engaged in the lawful (empha- 
sis added) practice of their professions who seek to perform such services 
to submit annually a statement of qualifications and performance data.” 
The phrase “lawful practice” would seem to preclude any professional 
organization or business not lawfully entitled to do business in this state 
from participating in the provisions of House Bill No. 155. This in itself 
creates problems for many administrative agencies. 


For example, Mr. Ted Schwinden, who serves as Commissioner of State 
Lands, has received a request from the Tri-County Ranchers Association 
asking the Department to retain either the U.S. Salinity Lab in California 
or the Mandan, North Dakota Research Center to do a soils analysis of 
the sodium spoils at the Decker Mine. The request has been made to Mr. 
Schwinden because the Tri-County Ranchers Association believes that the 
assistance of independent experts is needed in this particular situation. 
Similar requests have been made to other state agencies in the past. I 
question whether a legitimate request for an independent analysis could 
be granted under the provisions of House Bill No. 155. 


I thank you for your careful consideration of this veto message.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR

Dear Speaker McKittrick and President McOmber: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return House Bill No. 396, “An Act to implement Article II, Section 8 
of the 1972 constitution by providing guidelines for citizen participation 
in the operations of government agencies’, without my signature and 
recommend the attached amendments. 


The amendments that I am presenting for your review will simply clar- 
ify the intent of the Legislature in defining what must be done to provide 
citizens with adequate notice of impending decisions of significant interest 
and what must be done to assist interested citizens to participate in the 
making of those decisions. For example, proposed amendment No. 1 speci- 
fies specific notice situations which shall be deemed sufficient to comply 
with the legislative mandate. The list of notice situations specified, how- 
ever, is by no means exclusive. If none of the specific notice situations 
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listed have been complied with, the agency must utilize other methods 
of giving notice to interested persons before making decisions that are 
of significant interest to the public. 


Amendment No. 1 also clearly provides that once notice has been given, 
agencies must provide reasonable methods of affording interested persons 
with the opportunity to submit comments or arguments, orally or in writ- 
ing, prior to a final decision on a matter that is of significant interest 
to the public. 


Proposed amendments Nos. 3, 4, and 5 simply clarify the enforcement 
section of House Bill No. 396. Many times it will not be possible for the 
agency to determine whose rights had been prejudiced. Therefore, rather 
than making a broad statement that no agency decision is valid against 
any person, my proposed amendments make it clear that the district 
courts can set aside an agency decision when a person whose rights have 
been prejudiced petitions the district court. 


In addition, proposed amendment No. 5 shortens from ninety days to 
thirty days the time deadline within which an action must be filed chal- 
lenging a decision made by an agency. This change is requested simply 
because of the uncertainty that a ninety day statute of limitation creates 
for a private party affected by a decision. For example, if an agency makes 
a decision to issue a permit to a particular company, I believe that it is 
unreasonable to expect that company to wait for ninety days to begin 
operating under the provisions of that permit. I believe that a thirty day 
period is sufficient time for a party to file an action which could result 
in the revocation of the issuance of a permit. 


I ask for your concurrence in these amendments. I completely support 
the concept of permitting and encouraging citizens to participate in the 
decisions made by government. The amendments that I am offering, 
however, will give state and local government objective guidelines to 
follow in implementing Article II, Section 8, of Montana’s Constitution.

Dear Speaker McKittrick and President McOmber: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return House Bill No. 531, “An act to award costs and reasonable attor- 
neys’ fees to a plaintiff who brings a successful action under the right 
to know provisions of the Montana Constitution”, without my signature 
and recommend the following amendment. 


The amendment that I am proposing simply deletes the mandatory 
requirement that a district court award costs and reasonable attorneys’ 
fees to a plaintiff who brings a successful right to know action and makes 
the authority to grant such costs and attorneys’ fees discretionary. I am 
recommending this change for two reasons. 


First, my proposed amendment will give the district courts the flexibil- 
ity to deal with the two basic situations in which right to know suits will 
probably arise. In one instance a right to know suit will probably be filed 
in situations where a public official is required to make an on-the-spot 
judgment which is later declared to have been in error. I do not believe 
that in this situation the agency involved should be required to pay the 
costs and reasonable attorneys’ fees of a successful plaintiff. 


However, in situations where an agency willfully seeks to violate the 
provisions of the right to know provision of the Constitution and holds 
a meeting in secret or withholds public documents, the courts should have 
the authority to award costs and reasonable attorneys’ fees to a successful 
plaintiff. 


I believe that my proposed amendment is also justified because of the 
potential financial impact on state and local governments if the provisions 
of House Bill No. 531 were made mandatory. For example, a right to know 
action can be brought against not only state agencies, but against school 
boards, city councils, the Board of County Commissioners, airport authori- 
ties, or any other local government entity. Depending upon the complexity 
of the suit and depending upon whether the case is pursued all the way 
to the Montana Supreme Court, the awarding of costs and reasonable 
attorneys’ fees could cost the governmental entity involved several thou- 
sand dollars. Because of this potential financial impact, I believe that the 
courts should be given sufficient flexibility to determine whether costs 
and reasonable attorneys’ fees should be assessed based on the financial 
impact on the entity involved. I do not believe that state or local govern- 
ments should be forced to raise taxes in order to pay the litigation costs 
associated with a right to know suit. 


I thank you for your careful consideration of this amendatory veto.

On House Amendments to Senate Bill No. 333 


Mr. President and Speaker of the House: 


We, your Joint Conference Committee on Senate Bill No. 333 met April 
8, 1975, and considered House Committee on Appropriations Amendments 
dated March 20, 1975, and recommend as follows: 


That the Senate accede to Amendment No. 1, | 
And further that the House recede from Amendment No. 2, 


And further that Senate Bill No. 333, Third Reading bill, be amended 
as follows: 


2. Amend the bill, pages 1 through 4. 

Strike: all of the bill following the enacting clause. 

Insert: “Section 1. Title and purpose of act. This act may be cited as “The 
Legislative Finance Act’. Because the legislature is responsible for 
appropriating public funds, it must provide for fiscal analysis of state 
government to accumulate, compile, analyze, and furnish such informa- 
tion bearing upon the financial matters of the state that is relevant 
to issues of policy and questions of statewide importance. 


Section 2. Definitions. In this act: 


(1) ‘State agency’ means all offices, departments, boards, commissions, 
institutions, universities, colleges, and any other person or any other 
administrative unit of state government that spends or encumbers 
public moneys by virtue of an appropriation from the legislature, or that 
handles money on behalf of the state, or that holds any trust or agency 
moneys from any source. 


(2) ‘Committee’ means the legislative finance committee created by 
this act. 


(3) ‘Budget director’ means the budget director appointed pursuant to 
section 79-1012, R.C.M. 1947. 


Section 3. Legislative finance committee and office of legislative fiscal 
analyst created. There is created a legislative finance committee which 
shall be a permanent joint committee of the legislature. There is created 
the office of legislative fiscal analyst. The legislative fiscal analyst shall 
direct the office in carrying out the provisions of this act. 
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Section 4. Legislative finance committee — appointment and term of 
members — officers. The legislative finance committee consists of: (1) 
four (4) members of the senate finance and claims committee, appointed 
by the chairman; (2) two (2) members of the senate appointed, at large, 
by the committee on committees; (3) four (4) members of the house of 
representatives appropriation committee, appointed by the chairman; 
and (4) two (2) members of the house appointed, at large, by the speaker. 
These members shall be appointed before the end of the first regular 
session of the biennium. No more than three (3) members of each house, 
two (2) committee members and one (1) at large member, may be from 
the same political party. 


A vacancy on the committee occurring when the legislature is not in 
session shall be filled by the selection of a member of the appropriate 
political party and appropriate committee as provided in this section 
by the remaining members of the committee to complete the unexpired 
term. Appointments are for two (2) years and a member of the commit- 
tee shall serve until his term of office as a legislator ends or until his 
successor is appointed, whichever occurs first. The committee shall elect 
one of its members as chairman and such other officers as it considers 
necessary. Members of the committee shall be reimbursed for expenses 
and paid compensation as provided by law for interim standing commit- 
tees. 


Section 5. Powers and duties of the committee. The committee may: (1) 
Organize, adopt rules to govern its proceedings, and meet as often as 
necessary, upon the call of the chairman, to advise and consult with 
the legislative fiscal analyst; 


(2) Employ the legislative fiscal analyst who shall serve at the pleasure 
of and be responsible to the committee, and the committee shall set his 
salary; 


(3) Exercise the investigatory powers of a standing committee under 
Title 43, chapter 4, R.C.M. 1947. 


Section 6. Legislative fiscal analyst’s duties. The legislative fiscal ana- 
lyst shall: (1) provide for fiscal analysis of state government and accu- 
mulate, compile, analyze, and furnish such information bearing upon 
the financial matters of the state that is relevant to issues of policy 
and questions of statewide importance, including, but not limited to, 
investigation and study of the possiblilities of effecting economy and 
efficiency in state government; 


(2) Estimate revenue from existing and proposed taxes; 


(3) Analyze the executive budget and budget requests of selected state 
agencies and institutions, including proposals for the construction of 
capital improvements; 


(4) Make the reports and recommendations he deems desirable to the 
legislature and make reports and recommendations as requested by the 
legislative finance committee and the legislature; and 


(5) Assist committees of the legislature, and individual legislators, in 
compiling and analyzing financial information. 


Section 7. Fiscal analysis information from state agencies. The legis- 
lative fiscal analyst has the authority to investigate and examine into 
the costs of state government activities and may examine the records, 
books, and files of any state agency, including confidential records of 
executive branch agencies. Every state agency shall furnish the legis- 
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lative fiscal analyst with copies of all budget requests, at the time of 
submission to the budget director as provided by law, and if requested, 
all underlying and supporting documentation. In the year preceding 
each legislative session, the budget director shall furnish the legislative 
fiscal analyst on a confidential basis: 


(1) by December 1, a copy of the documents which reflect the antici- 
pated receipts and other means of financing the budget for each fiscal 
year of the ensuing biennium; 


(2) by December 1, a preliminary budget which shall meet the statu- 
tory requirements for submission of the budget to the legislature; and 


(3) by December 15, all amendments to the preliminary budget. 


Section 8. Appointment of fiscal analysis employees and consultants. 
The legislative fiscal analyst may employ, fix the salaries and define 
the duties of such staff and consultants as may be necessary, within 
the limits of his appropriation. 


Section 9. Funds transferred. Any unexpended funds appropriated by 
House Bill No. 1128, Session Laws of 1974, and funds appropriated to 
the ‘Fiscal Analysis Program’ in House Bill No. 286, Session Laws of 
1975, are hereby transferred to the office of the legislative fiscal analyst 
to carry out the purposes of this act. 


Section 10. Repealer. Sections 43-1101 through 43-1108, R.C.M. 1947, 
are repealed. 


Section 11. Effective date. This act is effective on its passage and 
approval.”

Dear Speaker McKittrick and President McOmber: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I hereby veto House Bill No. 517, “An act providing for the licensing and 
regulation of home health agencies in Montana by the Department of 
Health and Environmental Sciences; providing a definition of home health 
agency; providing a fee for home health agencies.” 


Basically, my veto is being exercised because of the adverse financial 
impact that enactment of House Bill No. 517 would have on the non-profit 
public and private home health care agencies. Currently, profit home 
health care agencies cannot qualify for Medicare or Medicaid payments 
if they are not licensed by the State. The licensing procedure established 
by House Bill No. 517 could result in substantial loss of Medicare and 
Medicaid patients by non-profit agencies that are already experiencing 
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severe financial problems. I believe that the financial stability of the 
many non-profit home health care agencies who provide services to thou- 
sands of low income and charitable patients in Montana should be pro- 
tected and preserved. 


I thank you for your consideration of this veto.

In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return House Bill No. 569, “An act to require prior to issuance of a strip 
mining permit, the written consent of the owner of the surface estate 
overlying the mineral estate to be mined when such owner does not own 
the mineral estate; and amending Section 50-1036, R.C.M. 1947” without 
my signature and recommend the following amendment. 


In exercising this amendatory veto, I must emphasize that I am in basic 
agreement with the principles set forth in House Bill No. 569. However, 
House Bill No. 569 in its present form would have a deleterious effect 
on the school trust fund. As Governor, and as a member of the Board 
of Land Commissioners, I am obligated to protect the public school fund 
and guarantee it against loss or diversion. 


House Bill No. 569 would amend the Strip Mining and Reclamation Act 
to require that prior to strip mining operations, the mineral estate owner 
must secure the written consent or waiver of the surface owner. The bill 
does not apply to mineral estates owned by the federal government in 
fee or held in trust for an Indian tribe but is applicable to state school 
trust lands. 


Under Montana law, when the state sells the surface of school grant 
lands, it reserves the minerals and the right to use the surface to recover 
the minerals subject to compensation for damage to the surface. The state 
has leased several sections of school trust lands for the purpose of mining 
and disposing of the coal located beneath the surface of those lands. Those 
mineral leases represent binding contracts between the State of Montana 
and the leaseholder and authorize the lessee to enter upon the surface 
to extract the mineral. Rentals, including bonus bids, have been paid in 
good faith by the lessees under the assumption that the State of Montana 
was properly exercising its patent reservation and leasing authority, 
subject of course, to compensation to the surface owner for damages incur- 
red by him as a result of the exploration or mining. House Bill No. 569 
would impose an additional condition which must be met by the mineral 
lessee — a condition which was not contemplated at the time that the 
State of Montana and the mineral lessee entered into their contract. 


House Bill No. 569 contains no provisions which would require the sur- 
face owner to give his consent to the strip mining of the surface. By 
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requiring the surface owner’s consent under such conditions as the surface 
owner may provide, House Bill No. 569 could substantially reduce the 
revenue to the school trust fund. The bill has the effect of putting the 
surface owner in a superior legal position and enables him to either pro- 
hibit the extraction of the state owned minerals or to allow the extraction 
upon his terms. Since the state would no longer possess or control the 
access to the minerals, it would essentially no longer possess and control 
the minerals. 


State school lands were granted to Montana under the terms of the 
Enabling Act and the federal government as grantor established the terms 
under which the lands were granted. Section 11 of the Enabling Act pro- 
hibits any estate or interest in the lands from being disposed of unless 
full market value of the estate or interest is paid to the state. Montana’s 
Constitution reflects those provisions in Article X, Section 11 which also 
requires full market value be obtained for any estate or interest disposed 
of. By allowing the surface purchaser to prohibit or adversely restrict the 
extraction of minerals, the state has in effect “disposed” of the minerals 
without receiving full compensation to the trust. The authority granted 
to the surface owner in House Bill No. 569 is so broad that the surface 
owner could demand a percentage or an overriding interest in the produc- 
tion of the minerals. School lands were granted in trust for the support 
of the common schools and only the true beneficiaries of the trust can 
benefit from it. 


Finally, and most importantly, House Bill No. 569 could result in the 
forfeiture of state lands, both mineral and surface. The 1889 Enabling 
Act which granted the state its common school lands exempted those lands 
known to be mineral in character and allowed the state to select other 
lands (in lieu). A 1927 Act of Congress (43 USCA Sec. 870) removed that 
restriction and granted Montana the in-place sections 16 and 36, even 
though mineral in character. However, a condition was attached to that 
grant which reads as follows: “The additional grant made by this section 
is upon the express condition that all sales, grants, deeds or patents for 
any of the lands so granted shall hereafter be subject to and contain a 
reservation to the state of all the coal and other minerals in the land 
so sold, granted, deeded or patented together with the right to prospect 
for, mine and remove the same...” (emphasis added). That section further 
provides that any lands or minerals disposed of contrary to the provisions 
of that section shall be forfeited to the United States. 


The addition of the surface owner consent provisions of House Bill No. 
569 appears clearly contrary to the terms of the grant, and could result 
in forfeiture of state school trust lands to the federal government. As 
Governor and as a member of the Board of Land Commissioners, that 
result is unacceptable. I have prepared an amendment to House Bill No. 
569 that would exempt from the provisions of the bill those lands held 
in trust by the State of Montana. The amendment will not interfere with 
the basic purpose of the bill. House Bill No. 569 will still be applicable 
to the vast majority of lands in Montana. It will also be consistent with 
my administration’s position on similar legislation pending before the 
United States Congress. 


I request your concurrence in this amendment.

Dear President McOmber and Speaker McKittrick: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return Senate Bill No. 278, “An act providing for a Pork Research and 
Marketing Committee to promote effective research in production and 
marketing of swine; and providing for a ten cent (10¢) per head check- 
off of all swine sold in Montana” without my signature and recommend 
the following amendments. 


Basically, the amendments that I am proposing will make the Pork 
Research and Marketing Act consistent with the provisions of the Execu- 
tive Reorganization Act and good drafting principles. 


To begin with, many of the amendments that I am proposing will simply 
delete the word “administrative” from the provisions of Senate Bill No. 
278. It is not necessary to refer to the Pork Research and Marketing 
Committee as an administrative committee. 


Second, Senate Bill No. 278 fails to codify the functions to be performed 
by the Pork Research and Marketing Committee within the chapter of 
the Executive Reorganization Act dealing with the Department of Live- 
stock. My proposed amendment No. 4 will accomplish this and guarantee 
that the committee is properly codified in Chapter 13 of Title 82A. 


Proposed amendments Nos. 28 and 30 provide that the assessments 
made under Senate Bill No. 278 shall be deposited in the federal and pri- 
vate revenue fund rather than in an earmarked revenue fund. This 
change is consistent with a recommendation made by the legislative audi- 
tor and the Executive Reorganization Act. 


Many of my other proposed amendments simply combine certain provi- 
sions of Senate Bill No. 278 and eliminate other unnecessary provisions. 
For example, Section 2 of the enrolled bill is not needed. Seetion 4 dealing 
with the appointment and composition of the Committee adequately 
covers the subject. Furthermore, the provisions of Section 2 as they per- 
tain to hiring staff are not needed because the Committee will be attached 
to the Department of Livestock for administrative purposes only and the 
Department will be charged with providing the Committee with an appro- 
priate staff. 


In closing, I wish to emphasize that I endorse the creation of a Pork 
Research and Marketing Committee. However, I believe that the amend- 
ments that I have offered will improve the legislation and make it consis- 
tent with the provisions of the Executive Reorganization Act. I ask your 
concurrence in these amendments.

The legislature finds that the public is 
best protected when such offenders are given the opportunity to secure 
employment or to engage in a meaningful occupation, while licensure 
must be conferred with prudence to protect the interests of the public. 


Section 2. It is the intent of the legislature and the declared policy 
of the state that occupational licensure be granted or revoked as a police 
power of the state in its protection of the public health, safety and wel- 
fare. 


Section 3. Conviction not a sole basis for denial. Criminal convictions 
shall not operate as an automatic bar to being licensed to enter any 
occupation in the state of Montana. No licensing authority shall refuse 
to license a person solely on the basis of a previous criminal conviction; 
provided, however, where a license applicant has been convicted of a 
criminal offense, and such criminal offense relates to the public health, 
welfare and safety as it applies to the occupation for which the license 
is sought, the licensing agency may, after investigation, find that the 
applicant so convicted has not been sufficiently rehabilitated as to 
warrant the public trust and deny the issuance of a license. 


Section 4. Statement of reasons for denial. When a licensing agency 
prohibits an applicant from being licensed, wholly or partially on the 
basis of a criminal conviction, the agency shall state explicitly in writ- 
ing the reasons for the decision. 


Section 5. Licensure on completion of supervision. Completion of © 
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probation or parole supervision, without any subsequent criminal con- 
viction, shall be evidence of rehabilitation, provided, however, that the 
facts surrounding the situation that led to the probation or parole 
supervision may be considered as they relate to the occupation for which 
a license is sought and provided that nothing herein shall be construed 
to prohibit licensure of a person while he is under state supervision if 
the licensing agency finds insufficient evidence to preclude such licen- 
sure.”

Dear Speaker McKittrick and President McOmber: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return House Bill No. 648, “An act to generally update and revise laws 
relating to licensure of plumbers; amending Sections 66-2401, 66-2401.1, 
66-2402, 66-2403, 66-2404, 66-2406, 66-2411, 66-2415, 66-2416, 66-2419, 
66-2420, and 66-2426, R.C.M. 1947”, without my signature and recom- 
mend the following amendment. 


In exercising this amendatory veto, I must emphasize that I take no 
position on the content of House Bill No. 648 itself. However, as enrolled, 
one provision of this bill violates the principles of the Executive Reorgan- 
ization Act. The amendment that I am offering would simply make this 
legislation conform to that Act. House Bill No. 648 refers to the Appren- 
ticeship Bureau, Labor Standards Division. This Bureau and Division are 
administratively created units of the Department of Labor and Industry. 
Earlier this session I indicated that I would oppose any attempts to codify 
administratively created units within departments. Therefore, the 
amendment that I am suggesting would simply delete reference to the 
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Bureau and the Division of the Department of Labor and Industry and 
would substitute a reference to the Department itself. In this manner, 
the Department will be free to reorganize in the future without having 
to resort to the introduction of legislation to change the names of bureaus 
and divisions. 


I respectfully urge your concurrence.

Dear Speaker McKittrick and President McOmber: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return House Bill No. 666, “An act requiring disapproval of any subdivi- 
sions in the absence of a demonstrated public interest; amending Sections 
11-3860, 11-3861 and 11-3866, R.C.M. 1947; and providing an effective 
date”, without my signature and recommend the following amendments. 


No bill has sparked more debate this session than House Bill No. 666. 
I fully endorse the basic intent of the legislation because it will give local 
governing bodies objective criteria on which to base decisions concerning 
the approval or disapproval of subdivision activity. 


However, I believe that a revision of two of the criteria to be considered 
by local governments is needed. My proposed amendment #1 will make 
it clear that a determination of the need for a subdivision is a determi- 
nation that should be made by the local governing body involved. My 
amendment simply specifies that the basis of the need for a subdivision 
will be defined in regulations adopted by the governing body. The housing 
and subdivision needs of Missoula County are different than those of 
Yellowstone County. Therefore, this amendment will give local govern- 
ments the flexibility to determine just what the needs of the jurisdiction 
are. 


Proposed amendment #2 specifies that in considering expressed public 
opinion, the opinions expressed must relate to the criteria contained in 
House Bill No. 666. If local governments are going to be required to weigh 
public opinion, then the opinions must relate to the criteria that the local 
government must evaluate in approving or disapproving of subdivisions. 


I request your careful consideration of this amendatory veto.

Section 15. Legislative review committee. (1) There is a select interim 
committee of the legislature, composed and appointed as provided under 
section 43-716, R.C.M. 1947, from the standing committees on taxation. 


(2) The select committee shall review the programs authorized under 
Senate Bill No. 86, Senate Bill No. 87, and House Bill No. 642, as such 
programs are established and implemented. The select committee may 
also review the impact of the severance and gross proceeds taxes upon 
the coal industry. 


(3) The departments of revenue, highways, natural resources and 
conservation, and community affairs, and the coal board shall furnish 
the select committee such information as the committee may require.

Dear President McOmber and Speaker McKittrick: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I hereby return Senate Bill No. 246, “An act creating a Board of Warm 
Air Heating, Ventilation, and Air Conditioning; providing for the licens- 
ing of persons performing warm air heating, ventilating, or air condition- 
ing work; and amending Section 69-2111, R.C.M. 1947”, without my signa- 
ture and recommend the following amendment. 


In exercising this amendatory veto, I must emphasize that I take no 
position on the content of Senate Bill No. 246 itself. However, as enrolled, 
one provision of this bill violates the principles of the Executive Reorgan- 
ization Act. The amendment that I am offering would simply make this 
legislation conform to that Act. Senate Bill No. 246 refers to the Chief 
of the Construction Regulation Bureau of the Department of Administra- 
tion. The Bureau and consequently the position of Chief of that Bureau 
are administratively created within the Department of Administration. 
Earlier this session I indicated that I would oppose any attempts to codify 
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administratively created units within departments. Therefore, the 
amendment that I am suggesting would simply delete the references to 
the Chief of the Construction Regulation Bureau and would substitute 
a reference to a representative of the Department responsible for adminis- 
tering the laws dealing with construction regulation. In this manner the 
Department will be free to reorganize in the future without having to 
resort to the introduction of legislation to change the names of adminis- 
tratively created units.

A Legislative Memorial 
On the Death of the Late 
Ludwig S. “Kes” Rigler 


Whereas, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of the 
House of Representatives of the Forty-fourth Legislative Assembly of the 
state of Montana record the passing of former Assistant Sergeant at Arms 
Ludwig S. “Kes” Rigler, on October 2, 1974 in Helena, Montana, and 


Whereas, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding record and accom- 
plishments of the late Assistant Sergeant at Arms Rigler be filed on the 
official records of this Assembly and the following facts relative to his 
career are hereby noted: 


Kes Rigler was born December 19, 1906 in East Helena, Montana, the 
son of John and Mary Putzell Rigler. He attended the old St. Charles High 
School and Carroll College, from which he graduated in 1932. He married 
Julia O’Hearn September 18, 1934 in Helena. 


He worked for the Montana Liquor Board, and served as assistant 
manager of the Marlow Theater and East Helena Theater. In 1934, he 
was appointed postmaster at East Helena, a position he retained until his 
retirement in 1970. Despite the loss of one of his arms at the elbow as 
a child, he played for the East Helena Smelterite baseball team in the 
1930’s and 1940’s, and went on to bat .355 one season in a Nebraska pro- 
fessional baseball league. He continued his interest in baseball by subse- 
quently managing teams and scouting for a number of major league 
teams. (He was acting as a scout for the Milwaukee Brewers when he 
died.) He was also indirectly responsible for Charlie Pride’s rise to musical 
stardom, as he brought that young man from Georgia to Montana as a 
baseball player for the East Helena team, and then discovered he could 
also sing. 


Kes was a Democrat, active in Democratic circles, and always willing 
and happy to help others to win votes in East Helena. His knowledge of 
both the vital issues of the day and of human nature made him a valuable 
and vital worker on many campaigns. 


He served as a proofreader for the 1971 legislative session in the Senate. 
In 1973 and 1974 he served as Assistant Sergeant at Arms for the House 
of Representatives. 


He belonged to the Sts. Cyril and Methodius Catholic Church in East 
Helena, and to the Knights of Columbus. 


Survivors include the widow, Julia; mother, Mary Rigler, East Helena; 
daughter, Mrs. Jean DeGroat, Helena; sons, Rick and John A., Helena; 
sister, Mrs. Mary Smith, East Helena; eight grandchildren; nieces, 
nephews, and cousins, and

one of the most valued “behind the scenes” members of the legislature. 
He was a man who always had time to stop and provide help or an answer 
to every question. Kes was a simple man, a respected man, a man held 
in affection by all who knew him, and a man who spoke Montana in his 
very presence.

ADDRESS OF GOVERNOR THOMAS L. JUDGE TO THE 
SPECIAL SESSION 
OF THE FORTY-FOURTH LEGISLATURE, 
AUGUST 4, 1975, at 2:30 P.M. 


Lieutenant Governor Christiansen, President McOmber, Mr. Speaker, 
members of the Forty-fourth Legislature, fellow citizens: 


_ When the inadvertent omission by the Legislature this year to levy a 

six mill property tax levy to fund the appropriation of more than $15.8 
million for the university system was called to our attention, I defended 
action in the Supreme Court of the State of Montana brought by the Lewis 
and Clark County Commissioners to rectify the situation. 
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In my briefs before the Court, I pointed out that the Legislature had 
appropriated funds from the University Millage Earmarked Revenue 
Account, as it had done in every session since the account was established 
in 1949. I argued that it was clearly the intent of this Legislature to levy 
a tax on all real and personal property during 1975 and 1976 for the sup- 
port, maintenance, and operation of the university system during this 
biennium. 


On July 23, the state Supreme Court declared that no valid property 
tax had been levied in 1975 to fund the $15.8 million appropriation. In 
making its determination, the Court ruled unanimously that “merely 
appropriating funds does not constitute a levy of taxes” and that authori- 
zation for the Legislature to levy a tax also does not constitute a levy. 


On Saturday, July 26, I met with the leaders of both houses of the Legis- 
lature, and I told them of my decision to convene a special session to 
address this and one other related problem. 


Throughout the period of the controversy surrounding the six mill levy 
issue, some have suggested that the need for a special session was negated 
by my legal ability to declare a condition of emergency for the universities 
and then authorize the use of 1977 General Fund appropriations in this 
fiscal year. Because of the substantial General Fund surplus which we 
are now enjoying, this does seem to be a fiscally plausible course of action. 


However, I am unalterably opposed to this method of addressing this 
problem for five reasons: 


First. The people of Montana overwhelmingly approved this six mill 
levy for use by the university system in a statewide referendum in 1968. 


Second. This Legislature, after careful consideration of the university 
budget, clearly intended that the six mill levy be employed to help fund 
that budget. 


Third. Utilization of the surplus to replace revenues which would 
otherwise come from the six mill levy would mandate in 1975 an auto- 
matic tax increase for the biennium beginning in 1977. 


According to the projections of the Director of the Office of Budget and 
Program Planning, this action would bring by the end of Fiscal 1979 a 
deficit of just over $1 million. And, if the six mills are again not levied 
during that biennium, the deficit would be closer to $20 million. 


According to the revenue estimates of the Legislative Fiscal Analyst 
for the next two years, and projecting his estimate into the next biennium, 
there would be a deficit of $25 to $30 million. If the six mills are not 
levied during the next biennium, the General Fund deficit would approach 
$45 million. 


I have repeatedly promised the people of Montana that there would be 
no tax increases during the four year term of this administration, and 
I have projected that, barring adverse fluctuations in the national econ- 
omy, there would be no further tax increases for the remainder of this 
decade. I intend to do all within my authority to keep my word. 


Fourth. Preservation of the surplus because of the uncertain economic 
conditions facing this country is essential. 


Fifth. And, most importantly, the property taxpayer of this state who 
would benefit most from this would be the large corporate taxpayer. 
Failure to use the six mills in this biennium would result in less than 
$20 in tax relief for the average Montana home owner and no tax relief 
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whatsoever to those who rent their homes. At the same time, the six 
biggest corporate property taxpayers of Montana alone would receive 
nearly $3.3 million in tax relief. 


I am certain that most of you share with me the conviction that this 
cannot by any stretch of the imagination be called tax relief for 
Montanans. 


The action of the Supreme Court on July 23 raises, in addition, a matter 
which is potentially of even more far reaching concern than the six mill 
university levy. 


This Legislature determined not to include language in any of the gen- 
eral appropriation bills to allow expenditure of funds received after 
completion of the regular session. As a result, it is questionable whether 
the State of Montana can legally spend any federal funds which have 
since been deposited in the Treasury. 


On Tuesday, July 29, 1975, the Budget Director ordered state agencies 
not to spend several million dollars in federal and other funds which we 
have received, until such time as the Legislature makes, in accordance with 
tne direction of the State Constitution, an appropriation of these monies 
by law. 


Article VIII, Section 14 of the Constitution of Montana provides that 
“,..no money shall be paid out of the Treasury unless upon an appropria- 
tion made by law...” 


Article V, Section 11 of the Constitution provides that “...(a) law shall 
be passed by bill...No bill shall become law except by a vote of the majority 
of all members (of the Legislature) present and voting.” 


Clearly, the power to appropriate is strictly a legislative function and 
can be exercised by the Legislature alone. This power cannot be delegated 
either to a committee of that body or to an executive branch agency. 


Prior to this year, previous Legislatures had always framed and enacted 
into law language which appropriated monies from sources other than the 
general fund that were not available for consideration during regular ses- 
sions. 


In our 1975 executive budget proposals to this body, we included similar 
language in the general appropriation bills. 


On the advice of the Legislative Fiscal Analyst, however, this language 
was struck. The members of the Legislature were, I know, acting in good 
faith. 


But the recent Supreme Court ruling makes unmistakably apparent the 
fact that there is no law in existence which can be construed to be an 
appropriation by the Legislature of the fund which the state receives from 
federal and private sources, that were not available for legislative review 
during the regular session. 


The proposal being submitted to you today would amend each major 
appropriation bill by the addition of a provision appropriating these funds. 


And before these funds could be spent under the language of this pro- 
posal, the agency receiving the funds would have to obtain approval for 
their expenditure from the Legislative Finance Committee. In addition 
the conditions in the appropriation bills relevant to budget amendments 
would have to be met. 


As I have said previously, I find the recent actions of the Legislative 
Finance Committee in refusing $1.3 million in federal funds absolutely 
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incomprehensible, although I know that the members of the Committee 
— all conscientious and capable individuals — acted in good faith on the 
basis of ill-conceived staff recommendations. 


These funds were sought by this administration in conjunction with the 
Montana Congressional delegation to provide critically needed assistance 
to the people of this state. 


The people of Montana, when they are afflicted by natural disasters 
over which they have no control, expect and deserve effective action from 
their government. 


The people of Montana, when shifts in the national economy cause thou- 
sands of men and women to lose their jobs and the means to their liveli- 
hood, expect and deserve effective action from their government. 


The people of Montana who require emergency medical services expect 
and deserve effective action from their government. 


Although I disagree with the recent actions of this Committee the 
amendment to the general appropriation language which I am proposing 
is neither intended to, nor in fact does, undermine the function and 
responsibilities of the Legislative Finance Committee. 


I am requesting this language change to protect the status of appropria- 
tions contained in the original bills which may be constitutionally endan- 
gered by the lack of explicitly stated appropriations. 


The interpretation of the Constitution by the State Supreme Court is 
clear: the intent of the Legislature is not relevant where specific appropri- 
ations have not been made by law. And since only the duly elected repre- 
sentatives of the people — sitting in this the first and preeminent branch 
of government — may enact laws, I have been forced to call this body 
into a special session to deliberate and act upon these two urgent matters. 


The time for handling these matters is short. The law requires that the 
six mill university levy be enacted before August 11. And no adequate 
accounting to the taxpayers of this state could be made for a session last- 
ing more than a few days to address these two issues. 


But as I pointed out in my meeting last week with your leadership, 
there are other serious problems facing Montana. Legislation to address 
most of these problems has already been considered by the Legislature 
meeting in regular session this year. Since that time, other situations 
have arisen which are equally serious. 


As I have had no way of knowing whether the members of this body 
are interested in considering these issues, I have limited my call to the 
two problems I have described. 


However, if the members of both houses are convinced that these prob- 
lems are of paramount importance and the leaders of the House and 
Senate can demonstrate that their membership will act promptly and spe- 
cifically on these matters, I will be willing to consider opening the session 
to these few issues and to these issues only. 


But I cannot and I will not be party to any attempt to transform this 
special session into a wide open regular session. That merely would be 
an exercise in futility and an exorbitant wasting of the taxpayers’ dollars. 


I wish you well in your deliberations. 


The Governor and Lieutenant Governor were escorted from the cham- 
ber.
